Tue Mrs. Garfield fund amounted to $321,- 
000 last evening.

Crowns of people still linger around the 
pavilion at Cleveland where President Gar- 
feld’s remains lay from Saturday to Mon- 
day, and a large force of police is necessary 
to preserve order and to guide the curious in 
line by the place which to them seems al- 
Inost sacred. 


W. T. Bore.er had a dispute with a Dep- 
uty Sheriff named Jere Ward at Seanlan’s 
Landing, Ark., twenty miles below Memphis, 
Monday, about some business transaction. 
On Boteler returning to his home from Mem- 
plis Monday night, and just as he stepped off 
the steamer, he was shot dead by Ward. 

Astatic cholera has brokeh out in the 
districts of Djidah and Aden, Arabia. In 
the latter district there were forty-six deaths 
frum the destructive contagion last week. 
A!l communication between Egypt and Ara- 
bia has been suspended so as to prevent the 
spread of the disease to the former country. 

Tue ship Halesburg, from New York to 
Oregon, with a cargo of railroad iron, struck 
at Loviana beach, on the Californian coast, 
atimidnight Monday, and went to pieces, Of 
a crew oi twenty-four, pine men and the 
Captain were lost.

Madrid. Secretary Hitt, in the absence of 
Secretary Blaine, suitably replied. 

Mrs. GARFIELD, Grandma Garfield, and 
the Garfield children, accompanied by Gen. 
and Mrs. Swaim, Col, and Mrs. Rockwell, 
and Private-Secretary Brown, left Cleveland 
yesterday morning a little after 11 o’clock 
for Mentor. The train which bore the griet- 
stricken family to their once happy bome 
was the same which bore them from Wash- 


ington. 


Tmirty Indian students, who have spent 
three years in the Llampton Normal School 
at Fortress Monroe, left there yesterday for 
Dakota Territory, where they purpose be- 
coming teachers among their respective 
tribes, of Indians. Prof. Armstrong, super- 
intendent of the schvoi, will accompany 
them, and expects to bring back as many 
more for instruction.

Tuk Wisconsin Democrats will meet iu 
convention at Milwaukee today for the pur- 
pose of nominating persons who are pos- 
sessed of a suflicient degree of recklesness 
to beeome candidates four State officers on a 
Democratic ticket. Eitber Col. Vilas, of 
Madison, James G. Jenkins, Col. W. H. 
Jacobs, or J. H. Innbush, of Milwaukee, 
will be nominated for Governor. 

NEARLY all the Apache warriors who were 
engaged in the recent outbreak in the vicini- 
ty of Fort Apache have surrendered to Gen. 
Carr, and the unpleasantness in that region is 
now over. A Military Commission will meet 
at Camp Thomas inafew days to try the 
murderous redskins. Eleven of the scouts 
who fired on Gen. Carr’s troops are among 
the prisoners. It will go rather hard with 
them. 
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Tue Rhode Island Legislature met in 
special session Monday for the purpose of 
electing a successor to Senator Burnside. 
‘There are a host of candidates for the place, 
among them ex-Goy. Tippit, Congressman 
Aldrich, ex-Congressman Sheffield, ex-Gov. 
Van Zandt, George Peabody Wetmore, and 
Mayor Doyle, of Providence. Aldrich is the 
leading candidate so far, but is closely pushed 
by Tippit. The-balloting will not commence 
until next Tuesday. 


Four of the leading hotels of Toronto have 
refused to receive the colored jubilee sing- 
ers from Fisk University who are to appear 
there in October. ‘Lhe action of these four 
keepers of big boarding-houses is roundly 
denounced by the liberal and intelligent 
people of Toronto. Their course shows that 
the spirit manifested across the line during 
the Rebellion, and which so frequently man- 
ifested itself when the Rebel leaders paid 
forced visits there, is not yet dead. 
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Tne result of the Republican County Con- 
veptions held throughout Iowa—and all but 
eight have been held—leaves no doubt that 
the Hon. James F. Wilson will be the first 
choice fur United States Senator of a very 
large majority of the next lowa Legislature. 
That body consists of 150 members, Senators 
and Representatives. Sixty of the Repub- 
lican nominees are instructed for Wilson, 
forty others favor him, a majority of the 
sixteen hoid-over Republicans are Wilson 
men, and he is the second choice of most of 
the Kasson men. His election is looked on, 
therefore, as a foregone conclusion. 


Ir is reported that Mrs. Blaine said at 
Cleveland that her husbana will retire from 
the Secretaryship of State in a few days, 
preferring to do so rather than to wait until 
President Arthur may accept his resignanon. 
Although this revortis not believed to be 
absolutely true, the general impression is 
that Mr. Blaine wishes to retire, and that he 
will only remain a few months at most. It 
is also reported that it will suon be suggested 
to Secretaries Kirkwood and Windom that 
their resignations are wanted. It is believed 
by some that President Arthur has not 
forgotten that beth gentlemen opposed 
Cenkling in the Senate in the latter’s 
fight to retain Gen. Arthur in the New 
York Custom-House. Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh said yesterday that soon after Presi- 
dent Artbur had taken the oath of office he 
(Mr. MaeVeagh) tendered his resignation in 


writing, at the same thine assuring the Presi- 


dent that the resignation was not a meré 
form, and that he wished his successor would 
be named before the Senate met in calied 
session. Mr. Mac Veagh feels that President 
Arthur should have the selection of his own 
confidential advisers, and that they should 
be men who are in sympathy politicaily 
and personally with him. The Attorney- 
General expresses a hope that the policy of 
administrative reform inaugurated by Pres- 
ident Garfieid will be persevered in, and that 
all plunderers of the puvlic treasure will be 
relentlesly prosecuted. The tountry will 
join in the Attorney-General’s hope. 


AT the Republican Convention held in the 
Second Assembly District at Utica, N. Y., 
yesterday the Anti-Stalwarts elected their 
nominee for Chairman by a vote of 40 to & 
The winority, which consisted of the dele- 
gates from the Town of Marshall and from 
the First and Second Wards of Rome, then 
withdrew and elected a contesting delega- 
tion to the State Convention. There was a 
split at Oneida also. The Stalwarts are evi- 
dently playing a desperate game.

CHICAGO MEN ROBBED. 

When the Chicago special drew up at the 
Lake Shore depot, even the enormous area 
covered by this great structure was alto- 
gether inadequate to hold the crowd that was 
anxious to get away. Not less than 20,000 
people were packed so close together that the 
movement, either in or out, of perspiring 
men, women, and children was well nighim- 
possible. The trains bound for Chicago had 
to wait nearly an hour past their schedule 
time for their passengers to wriggle them- 
selves loose from the sweltering mass of peo- 
ple in the depot. Meanwhile thieves and 
pickpockets availed themselves of the situa- 
tion. They planted themselves upon the plat- 
form of all the sleeping cars, and tne Chicago- 
ans had to run the gauntlet. Not lessthana 
dozen of them were robbed. The pickpockets 
conducted their operations with the utmost 
boldness. Mr. George Schneider, President 
of the Nationa! Bank of Illinois, was forcibly 
seized, struck, and, notwithstanding his out- 
cries, robbed of his diamond pin and his 
pocketbook. His loss was not less. than 
$1,000. The robbers escaped. The losses

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—The Presi- 
deut expects now to go to New York on 
Thursaay or Friday of this week, to be gone 
two or three days.

They wentto New York 
by the night train, and the President, after 
their departure, was busily engaged with his 
private affairs until 4 o’clock this morning. 
He desires to have all his private business in 
such shape by the time the Senate meets that 
it will require but little further attention 
from him.

THE COMING SESSION.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Sept. 27.—It is thought 
by Senators who are here that the Senate will 
be organized at the appruaching sessiou 
withoutany factious or unseemly delay. The 
President this afternoon expressed a strong 
desire that the organization of the House be 
completed in a manner consistent with the 
dignity of the body, and that it should be 
done as speedily as possible.

The Republicans, however, will 
not consent to the election of a Clerk until 
the three vacancies from New York and 
Rhode Island are filled. The first act of 
the newly-elected President pro tem., the 
Republicans contend, will be to administer 
the vath to the Senators-elect.

ing the Hayes Administration, that Messrs. 
Windom and Kirkwood were the only West- 
ern Repubjican Senators who opposed Mr.

Arthur in the custom-louse. 
THE MULLIGAN SCANDAL. 

When, in i876, James G. Blaine was ac- 
cused by Mulligan of corrupt practices, he 
made a dramatic defense on the floor of 
the louse. In it he charged Proctor Kuott 
with having received and concealed a tele- 
gram from Josiah Caldwell exonerating 
him (Blaine). The scene that followed was 
one of the most dramatic ever seen on the 
floor of the House. It was afterwards stated 
that the telegram which Mr. Knott did re 
ceive Mr. Blaine had caused to be 
sent from this city to Caldwell, 
who was then in Europe, and then 
duplicated back here. The assertion was 
that J. C. Reed, who had been a private sec- 
retary of Caldwell, apd who knew his 
European address, as wellas much of the 
relations between Blaine and Caldwell, had, 
at Biaine’s request, sent the telegram to 
Caldwell. The Investigating Committee 
subpoenaed Mr. Reed, but were unable to find 
him. It is now asserted in Boston that Mr. 
Reed is the same gentieman who now is act- 
ing as private secretary for President 
Arthur. 

FIVE MEMBERS. 
Spectal Dispatch to Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sepd.27.—Five mem- 
bers of the Cabinet returned from Cleveland 
today. These were Secreféries Windom, Lin- 
coln, Hunt, the Kg er awa are and the 
Attorney-General. Se¢retary Kirkwood ‘-re- 
mained in Ohio, and Secretary Blaine went 
to New York. It was announced that Secre- 
tary Blaine intended to go to Augusta direct 
from Cleveland, but, instead of doing so, he 
went through to New York, where he was to 
arrive this evening. Upon the arrival of the 
Attorney-General and the Postmaster they 
met Col. George Bliss by appointment, and 
spent the afternoon with him on business 
connected with the star-route prosecutions. 
Cabinet gossip iasgoee revived today, 
and some of the ramors that are heard can 
be traced to watm friends of the President. 
Still it is probable that’almost everything 
that is said is mere surmise or guess-work. 

THE IMPRESSION INCREASES 
that there will be many changes, if not a 
complete change, of the Cabinet. It is 
thought that, if thereis tobea change, it 
will be invidious to accept the resignations of 
some and to decline those of others. When 
Postmaster-General James and Attorney- 
General MacVeagh tendered their res- 
ignations to President Arthur, they waited 
until the rest of the Cabinet had retired, and 
thex said to the President that their resigna- 
tions had been tendered, not as a mere for- 
mality, but in all seriousness, and with the 
exvectation and desire that he should accept 
them. ‘They said that they recognized the 
fact that he not only had the right, but that 
it was his duty, to associate with him as his 
constitutional advisers gentlemen who were 
in personal and in political accord with him. 
BOTH OF ‘THOSE GENTLEMEN 
intend to retire from the Cabinet at the 
earliest possible moment. They feel now 
that any delay would not be so much aue to 
the star-route cases as to the fact that it is so 
near the time for the preparation of their an- 
nual reports thatiftmight be well to wait 
until these can have been madeup. They 
Know that the siar-route cases are about 
ready for submission to the Grand Jury, and 
they both are of the opinion that it would be 
better if their departiments, while these cases 
are progressing, were in charge of gentle 
men who would be recognized as permanent 
menuibers of the Cabinet. Although it has 
been said that 
BLAINE 
desired to be relieved, itis now known that 
both he and his friends are making every ef- 
fort possible to induce President Arthur to 
request him to remain at the head of the 
State Department. Mr. Blaine’s urgency, 
and some of his movements tn this direction, 
have been criticised by close friends of Gar- 
field’s Administration, and it is kuown that 
members of the Cabinet have not approved 
of some of the evident efforts that are being 
made to this end. It is, however, perfectly 
well understood that it is 
NOT THE PRESENT INTENTION OF THE PRESI- 
DENT 
to request Mr. Blaine to remain. He may 
offer him the mission to the Court of St. 
James, or, possibly, the vacant mission at 
Berlin, but he will not request him to remain 
in the Cabinet, Mr. Blaine’s sudden visit to 
New York is explained here as being made 
for the purpose of visiting friends who are 
warm friends of the President.

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 27.—Attorney- 
General MacVeagh stated. this evening that 
he recognized to the fullest the propriety of 
President Arthur selecting as his Presiden- 
tia] advisers gentlemen who had heretofore 
sustained relations not only of personal good 
will but also of political sympathy with him. 
ludeed, he did not think any Administration 
could be strong if there was any ground for 
suspicion or distrust among its members. 
As soon, therefore, as President Arthur had 
token the oath of office MacVeagh said he 
had tendered hisresignation in writing. He 
had also assured the President that the resig- 
nation was not a form, but a fact, and he 
hoped it would be convenient to designate 
his successor by the time the Senate met in 
special session.

CLIFFORD’S SUCCESSOR, 
SPECULATIONS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WaAsuHtneTon, D. C., Sept. 27.—The Sv- 
preme Court will probably meet for the fall 
term before the called session of the Senate 
expires, and the suecessor to Justice Clifford 
may have been appointed and confirmed be- 
fore that time.

GRAY. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—Had Gar- 
field lived there is little doubt that Chief- 
Justice tlorace Gray, of Massachusetts, 
would have been named to fill the vacancy 
in the Supreme Court created by the death of 
Clifford. Ex-Attorney-General Devens had 
some pretensions to fill the vacancy, and was 
strongly urged upon Garfield by Hayes. He 
was, however, appointed Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts by 
Gov. Loug, and will be satisfied it is said, by 
appointment to the Chief Justiceship of the 
same Court in place of Gray, should Arthur 
carry outthe arrangement made by his pre- 
decessor. Judge Gray is described by 
Senator Dawes as a man of lIarge 
inherited wealth, and of the best 
blood of Massachusetts. He —= studied 
law from pure love ot the profession, 
and was appointed to the Supreme Bench be- 
fore he was 40 years old. He has never been 
interested in or employed by the railroads or 
other corporations, and is entirely free from 
such influences. He is a Republican, but has 
taken no part in the organization of the party 
or in working its machinery. In person lie 
is a magnificent specimen of manhood, being 
as large as Charles Sumner, and is a baeh- 
elor. Judge Gray has the hearty support of 
Gov. Long and both the Senators from 
Massachusetts, and probably will have no 
opposition from New England, which is en- 
titled to the vacancy, that section being now 
without a representative on the Supreme 
Bench. 


FISCAL. 
THE BONDS. 

WaAsHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—At the 
Treasury Department it is believed several 
millions of bonds not included in the $20,- 
000,000 call will be redeemed, All the bonds 
svecified in the call are 63 extended at 34 
per cent interest, and itis the intention and 
policy of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
continue the purchase of bonds as thestate of 
the finances may warrant, and to callin al! 
the extended 63 before beginning upon the 
5s. Of the 6s there are now outstanding and 
bearing interest at 344 per cent $178,000,000, 
‘The present call will reduce this amount to 
£155,090,000, with a still further reduction 
depending upon the proportion of the un- 
called 6s which may be included in the 
weekly $2,000,000 purchases. The reason 
given for the purchase of these bonds is that 
the Government can obtain them upon better 
terms than any other bonds, and prefers to 
let banks and bankers pay a premium upon 
4 and 4}¢ per cents rather than thatthe Treas- 
ury should do so. 

TAXES. 

The Collector of internal Revenue for the 
Wail street district of New York had a long 
conference today with Commissioner Raum 
upon the subject of delinquent banks, 
bankers, and brokers. There are 
above 600 parties in New York 
affected by the recent decisions of the Com- 
missioner, and some considerable time will 
be required to make the necessary examina- 
tions and calculate the amuunt of taxes due 
the Government.

STAR ROUTES. 
TUE CASES NEARLY READY. 
Srecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—Col. Bliss 
said this evening that he wa@progressing as 
rapidl; with the preparations of such of the 
star-route cases as he will prosecute, or as- 
sist in the prosecution of, as could be expect- 
ed. Thearrival of the Postmaster-General 
and the Attorney-General today had enabled 
him to gain such further information as 
would make it possible, he thought, for him 
to finish the preliminary work, and to have 
the cases ready for the Grand Jury when 
they meet next Monday. He said he should 
not go to New York, however, until all the 
preliminary work was finished. ‘The Hon. 
Benjamin Brewster, of Philadelphia, who is 
one of the associate counsel, was expected 
here today, but was detained by illness in 
Altoona. 

THE GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS _ 
evidently believe that the evidence in many 
of the cases which they have cannot fail to 
insure the conviction of the indicted persons 
by any honest jury. There area very large 
number of cases—over 100—some of thei for 
conspiracy, others for forms of dishonesty 
which are technically set out in the indict- 
ments. While the star-route people have 
been all summer earnestly asking for speedy 
trial, it is thought,now that they find that the 
Government is in earnest and is ready fora 
trial at once, they will be anxious for delays 
until Congress shall meet. It is reported

A LAST RESORT TO CONGRESS. 

One of the most prominent men who is ac- 
cused of being one of the ringleaders, Gen. 
Brady, it is belieVed, can have just as speedy 
a trial as he is readyfor. There is little 
doubt that an indictment will be found 
against all of the men whose names have 
been promipently connected with the star- 
route cases, The Government officials will 
be prepared to go on with the trials at once, 
but they are inclined to think that the first 
step of the accused will bean effort for de- 
lay. ‘The star-route people have little idea 
of how much evidence has been obtained, 
how completely the hearsay evidence has 
been sifted out from that which can be sus- 
tained and unshaken in the courts, and how 
convincing this evidence will be. 
JAMES AND MACVEAGH. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—It is the in- 
tention of the Postmaster-General and the 
Attorney-General to push the star-route 
prosecutions vigorously, and to do it imme- 
diately. Col. George Bliss, of New York, 
will control and direct the prosecution. 
There is a mass of evidence a!! arranged and 
ready for presentation to the Grand Jury, and 
itis positively asserted by those who are 
concerned in the management of the cases 
that there is sufficient evidence now on hand 
to procure several indictments. Guiteau’s 
case will receive the first attention of the 
Grand Jury, but that will scarcely occupy 
more than a day or two at most, and the star- 
route cases will be taken up as soon after as 
other pressing criminal cases besides Gui- 
teau’s will admit. Itis now believed that the 
Grand Jury will probably reach the star- 
route cases by the latter part of next week. 


A HIGH OFFICIAL 

of the Post-Office Department, not Postmas- 
ter-General James, said to a Western Asso- 
ciated Press reporter tonight that, because 
of President Gartield’s condition, very little 
progress could be made in the star-route 
prosecutions during the summer beyond col- 
lecting and arranging evidence, that during 
all that time the Post-Office Department had 
been compelled to submit quietly to the 
abuse and denunciation of the star-route 
ring and its organs, but that now an active 
prosecution of the ring will be made. He 
said President Arthur is as fully determined 
as ever his predecessor was to punish men 
who defrauded the Government through 
star-route contracts, and that Postmaster- 
General James will remain at the head of the 
department until these prosecutions are all 
ended. Speaking of the opinion advanced 
by some, that the time of Postmaster-General 
James expires by limitation on Oct. 19, one 
month after President Garfield died, this 
official said that, if this is a proper construc- 
tion of the law, 

THEN JAMES WILL BE REAPPOINTED 
to remain in office until he finishes up the 
star-route cases, as President Arthur means 
that no guilty man shall escape. This of- 
ficial said that the James Administration had 
reduced the expenses of the department, by 
cutting off useless star-route expenses, by the 
grand sum of $1,600,000, and that not exceed- 
ing fifty complaints, all told, had been re- 
ceived of any inconvenience to the people by 
reason of this curtailment, and that these com- 
plaints had nearly all been instigated by the 
contractors; thatthe reduced service gives 
to the sections through which the routes run 
all mail facilities that are proper and neces- 
sary. This post-office officia) said, further, 
that those engaged in the star-route prosecu- 
tions had no confidence whatever in District- 
Attorney Corkhill; that he had obstructed 
and delayed the work of prosecution by every 
means in his power, and it had been deter- 
mined that he shall not have any contro! or 
direction of the case. President Arthur has 
the fuilest confidence in ex-District-Attorney 
Bliss, of New York, who is an old personal 
friend, and fully approves his selection as 
chief prosecutor. 
THE PRESIDENT HAS EXPRESSED A DESIRE 
that the prosecution shall be pressed as vig- 
orously as justice to all parties will allow. 
Undoubtedly the accused parties had hopes 
of impressing President Arthur that this 
prosecution was really a persecution, and, at 
least, rendering him lukewarm in the matter, 
and they are disappointed at their signal fail- 
ure.

THE ASSASIN, 
HIS TRIAL.

WasuIncton, D. C., Sept. 27.—Guiteau 
will be tried before the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia. The District-Attorney, 
in bringing him. before this Court, is aware 
that there is a decision which holds that the 
Court has no jurisdiction in cases where the 
offense has begun here and death has fol- 
lowed elsewhere. This decision, however, 
Was given very many years ago, and the more 
recent authorities are all in faver of the ju- 
risdiction of a court over an offender in the 
place where the offense was begun. If Gui- 
teau has counsel, it is not unlikely the ques- 
tion may be carried up before final 
selitence shall be pronounced upon him. 
The District-Attorney has but little Goubt 
that Guiteau’s defense will be insanity, and 
even if he should desire to plead guilty he 
will not be allowed to, as the Court generally 
refuses tO accept such a plea in @ capital 
Case, 

GUITEAU HAS HAD SEVERAL OFFERS 
from lawyers in different parts of the coun- 
try to defend him, some of them men of fair 
reputation, The great question, however, is 
whether Guiteau can be taken from the jail 
to the court and back again without being 
mobbed, Threats have been made to lynch 
him, and every effort will be made to protect 
him from violence. The army, however, 
cannot be used for such_ purpose, although 
the District militia might be called out in 


case of a riot. The militia have been in- 


structed, in case of a signal of six fire-bells, 
three times, to report to their armories in- 
stantly. 3 
ACCORDING TO ONE OF THE JAILERS, 

Guitean was contined, until the attempt of 
Sergt. Mason to shoot him, in Cell No, 2, on 
the ground floor of the jail, formerly occu- 
pied by Bedford, the Hirth murderer. Since 
then he has been taken to the cell directly 
opposit, formerly occupied by Stone, whose 
head was completely severed from his body 
at his execution about one year ago.

Till the day after the President’s death he 
didn’t know of Garfield’s true condition, 
and in the history of his life, which he is 
writing, he always speaks of Arthur as 
President. He was very timid for a day or 
two, but now believes the excitement is 
dying out, and that he will have 
a quiet _ trial, and be acquitted. 
Atter Sergt. Mason’s attack he wanted to be 
removed, but when taken to the other cell 
he objected to the place, declaring it was not 
fit for a gentleman, and added that he would 
not go in unless forced. He was thereupon 
put in without ceremony, and since that 
time he has seemed to be contented. He is 
generally very quiet and does net complain, 
EXCEPT OF THE INSUFFICIENT QUANTITY 

OF HIS FOOD. 
He disclaims any il feeling against Mr. 
McGill. But his subsequent actions prove 
that he tried to kill him. Upon investiga- 
tion, the Warden found that the knife with 
which he made the assault was thrown into 
the cell by another prisoner in exchange for 
writing paper. He is carefully searching the 
Scriptures to find cases similar to his own, 
and is very fond of citing the case of Abra- 
ham and Isaac. He claims that God directed 
him to do the act, as

that the President should die. At presenthe 
is on the sick-list, his complaint bemg the 
universal Washington malaria. By being 
sick he gets better food, and has a chance to 
exercise in the corridor, which he never 
misses. He takes pains to make friends with 
the guards, calls them by their familiar 
names, and is particularly fond of one stout 
jailor named William Hudson. He says he 
wishes him to guard himin case he is taken 
out for trial. If left to himself he would 
never step outside of the jail with the doors 
flung open. His anxicty is not that he may 
be deterred from going out, but that a mob 
may be permitted to come in. 
FINDING FAULT WITH CORKHILL. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—No reply 
has been received from Mr. Scoville, brother- 
in-law of Guiteau, as to whether he will act 
as counsel for the assasin in his coming 
trial Mr. Seoville was not in Chicago 
when the message of District-Attorney Cork- 
hill reached there, but it has been forwarded 
to him. 

The Grand Jury, which meets next Mon- 
day, will doubtless find a true bill on an 
indictment for murder without delay, but 
able lawyers here are agreed that there is 
little likelihood of an immediate trial—cer- 
tainly not at the October term of court. If 
the District-Attorney has desired a speedy 
trial, his exceptional treatment of Guiteau 
has defeated such an expectation. The 
denial of intercourse with friends and 
advisers, if any he had; the illegal re- 
tention of his mail; the opening of 
his letters and furnishing their contents 
to the press; the refusal to allow him to see 
the newspapers—in fact, the whole treatment 
as that of a prisoner already condemned and 
sentenced has given to Guiteau’s counsel 
ample cause for demanding the utmost lati- 
tude in preparation of bisdefense. Were the 
court anywhere else in the United States a 
change of venue would be demanded and 
granted as a matter of course. 

THE DISTRICT COURTS, HOWEVER, ARE PE- 

CULIAR, 

in that no such application can be enter- 
tained, and no appeal in criminal cases lies 
to any other court. In civil cases, the Su- 
preme Court of the United States can review 
the proceeings of the District Courts, but not 
in criminal cases. The only claim that Gui- 
teau’s counsel can make in aid af his client 
will be time to prepare a defense. 

The peculiar treatment of the prisoner has 
not yet ceased. In conversation yesterday 
with him, Corkhill refused even to admit to 
him the fact of the President’s death, and 
Guiteau only knows by guess and inference 
that his crime has been successful. 

The next term of court after the October 
term will be 

THE FIRST MONDAY OF DECEMBER, 
and it is thought that the trial will be de 
ferred until then. 

Guiteau is adverse to be tried at once, and 
yesterday pointed out to the District-Attor- 
ney that a community in which his attempted 
murder in his cell on two different occasions 
has been applauded by the people, and in 
which neither of those making the attempt 
has been arrested by the civil authorities, is 
not one in which he can have a fair trial. 

Until after the excitement has cooled down, 
the subject of bringing the prisoner back and 
forth from jail is occasioning much trouble 
to the District authorities. Even after his 
arrival in the court-house his protection wil! 
be difficult. The room is not large, holding 
probably not more than 400 persons besides 
the officers of the court, witnesses, etc. 
Tickets of admission will probably be issued 
by the Judge or United States Marshal 
Henry. 

While there are some here who would be 
willing to see the assasin torn to pieces by a 
mob—and there are elements for such a mob 
here—the mass of the people of the District 
express the hope that no such disgrace will 
fall upon the community and the country.

LITIGATION. 

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., Sept. 27.—A bill was filed in 
the United States Circuit Court for the Southern

Tue last mail from China brings the crush- 
ing intelligence that the Royal Imperial‘Arch 
Tea-Chest of the Flowery Kingdom is se- 
verely displeased with the immigration 
treaty lately concluded with the United 
States. A token of his displeasure has been 
the withdrawal of 100 young Chinamen who 
had been studying ’Melican man’s guile in 
Hartford and other New England cities. We 
shall have to bear up under this affliction. If 
the only condition of having young China- 
men pursue their studies in New England is 
to have old Chinamen overrun and demora!- 
ize the labor-markets of the Pacific coast, 
and breed discontent there, the youngsters 
will have to go. The loss may be, after all, 
more theirs than ours. 


“ INTEGER VITZ SCELERISQUE PURUS,” is 
the first line of one of the most charming of 
the odes of Horace. The whole of the first 
stanza is appropriate to a funeral occasion. 
But the last couplet, which celebrates the 
poet’s intention to “ love his sweetly-speak- 
ing, sweetly-smiling Lalage,’’ was not so ob- 
riously suitable to be sung at the President’s 
grave. A French translator, who has im- 
proved and expurgated Horace for use in 
convert schools, has substituted the compre- 
hensive word “virtue” forLalage. But this 
was a translation by antithesis. Lalage was 
a young female beloved by Horace, and her 
virtue is neither affirmed nér denied. We 
could wish that the German singing society 
had left out the amatory allusion. 
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THERE should be a reform in the prices 
which express companies charge for local 
delivery of the packages consigned to them 
from other cities. It is absurd and unjust 
that an express company should exact 35 
cents for delivering a package as far southas 
Thirtieth street, less than three miles from 
its office, which it had brought from New 
York—a distance of nearly 1,000 miles—at a 

. charge of only 60cents. Perhaps it is proper 
and fair that the express companies should 
limit the district for free delivery in large 
cities, but the charge on an ordinary pack- 
age delivered anywhere within the city limits 
ought not to exceed 10 cents over and above 
the charge for expressage to the city. In 
fact, it is understood that a local delivery 
company has been, or was to be, organized 
to deliver parcels anywhere within the city 
for 10 cents, and the express companies 
should turn their packages over to that com- 
pany for city delivery in case they are not 
prepared to do the work at the same terms. 
The people ought to protest against this 
practice of overcharging within the city 
limits.

Spite of the oft-re- 
peated boasts of British writers and public 
men, that country has not begun yet to learn 
what a repubblican form of government is. 
All the agricultural laborers are disfran- 
chised, and all the inhabitants of cities who 
are not householders or lodgers, paying 
poor rates, suffer the same fate. ‘There are 
no Republics in the world worth mentioning 
except France, Switzetland, and the United 


States. 


WE are now threatened with a war of the 
doctors over the treatment and autopsy of 
the late President which bids fair to develop 
into a war between the two schools of medi- 
cine, allopathy and homeopathy. The pros- 
pect is not a cheering one. It jars upon the 
sorrowful feelings of the people. It cannot 
but be distressing to the family of the de- 
ceased, who, now that they have returned to 
their old home, should be left alone with 
their grief. If any contest between these 
doctors could restore the dead President to 
us the ease would be different. He was in 
the hands of the Almighty, and for some 
mysterious reason it was His will that he 
should be taken from us. Now let him 
rest, and let his family have that rest 
and quiet they so much need. If 
the doctors are determined to wrangle 
over the case they ought to be corralled 
somewhere on the prairie where they canrot 
disturb other people and fight it out there. 
There are other matters now more impor- 
tant than the wrangling of the medical pro- 
fession which must engage the attention of 
the people, and they will not endure with 
much patience any vociferous contention be- 
tween the medical schools without wishing 
“a plague o’ both your houses,”’ 


HE people of Chicago learned with morti- 
fication and disgust from the dispatches of 
yesterday morning that a base-ball club 
claiming to represent this city had been en- 
gaged in a public game with another club in 
Troy during the very hours when the la- 
mented Garfield was being carried to his 
graye. The responsibility for this shameful 
spectacle rests mainly upon the President of 
the club and of the Base-Ball League, a per- 
son named Hurlbert, who must have been 
aware that the game was to take place, and 
had the power to stop it, but declined to do 
so. The players, however, shared in the dis- 
grace. If any or all of them had had 
a spark of sensibility he or they would 
have refused absolutely to celebrate the 
day in a manner s0 _ inappropriate. 
The people of Chicago, who paid to the occa- 
sion a remarkable tribute of their respect, 
will unite in disowning the action of the 
alleged representatives of this city. If base- 
ball is to be conducted by men so insensible 
to the common feelings of propriety, to say 
nothing of humanity, as those who ordered 
and profited by a sporting contest when the 
Nation was burying its dead, the sooner the 
game is wiped out the better, We hope the 
Common Council will at the earliest possible 
day terminate the lease of the Lake-Front to 
the base-ball club. Such a mark of disappro- 
bation would touch the managers where they 
would feel it most severely—in their pockets.

Tue grain warehouses of Chicago are 
practically filled to their utmost capacity. 
There are now in store in this city about 
7,000,000 bushels of corn alone. There are 
no sales for shipment, except grain of the 
lower grades. The reason is that the enor- 
mous prices at which the standard grades 
are held are too much for theshipper. Even 
the low freights, which at present are below 
anything which the wildest imagination could 
have foreseen, do not offer any inducement 
to shippers to buy the corn atthe fancy 
prices put upon it. We understand that yes- 
terday corn was shipped from Chicago to 
Baltimore at 4% cents per bushel, but even 
such rates as this will not induce shipments 
of the standard grades at the present excess- 
ive prices. This tendency to fill up the 
city elevators at so early a date is grow- 
ing annually. The original theory of the 
warehouse business was that the elevators 
should be empty at the beginning of winter 
that they might fill up by receipts during the 
winter and be ready to fill the lake fleets at 
the opening of navigation. But last year and 
the year before the elevators, instead of be- 
ing empty at the close of navigation, were 
filled; and this year, but at a much earlier 
date, the(doors of the warehouses will be 
closed to further receipts. It is true that 
formerly there were few or no warchousesin 
the interior; now these warehouses are to be 
found everywhere, and most of the grain in 
them is owned and held by persons in Chi- 
cago. The grain in the country is bought up 
and put in local warehouses, which are also 
full. The same parties who own the grain 
in our gorged elevators own that stored in 
the country, and the same causes which pre- 
vent shipments hence give to the storage in 
@he country the same character of perma- 
nency. 
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Tue senior Conkling spoils organ of this 
city deemed the day of the President’s 
funeral a fit occasion to rake over the ashes 
of the old third-term contest in Cook Coun- 
ty, and to fan its few lingering embers into 
aflame. The spoils-hunting concern says: 

In the Third Ward the contest was exceeding- 


ly close. Late in the afterndon a number of 
colored men working in the Palmer thouse who 
tried to vote were refused, and thereupon Mr.

The votes were still declined, but the 
colored men remained in line and each went 
through the formalities necessary to make his 
right to vote plain, Mr. Palmer being resolved 
to make the contest a determined one. Back 
of the colored men was a long line containing 
between 200 and 300 men, over 250 of whom had 
come there in a body after their day’s work to 
vote for the Grant delegates. They were wen 
representing the working force of two or three 
big tirms in the c who had turned out almust 
en masse after "8s work was over. It so 
happened that ployers of these men and 
many of the lea pirits among the working- 
nen themselves were ardeot supporters of Gen. 
Grant. Not one in twenty among the number 
came to vote the other way. The employers were 
not politicians, and came to the polls without any 
prearranged scheme with managers. But two 
men, perhaps, in the city knew bow they would 
vote, and these two men were not at the Third 
Ward polls. When this large number of men 
arrived the contest between the judges and Pot- 
ter Paimer wasin progress. Judging from some 
incident that the men were marshuled on the 
other side, Mr. Palmer became more persistent 
than ever, and insisted that each man of his 
force should be formally refused. This occupiea 
much time, and the result was that before the 
Grant column reacned the window the polis were 
closed. The result was 133 majority in favor of 
the combined Washburne and Blaine ticket, and

Mr. FREDERICK WHITRIDGE has con- 
tributed to the last number of the [nter- 
national Review an article on Roseoe 
Conkling which will cut that atrabJJarious 
statesman to the gall, or the soul, as the case 
may be. The magazine writer has been 
patiently over Mr. Conkling’s record as con- 
tained in the Congressional debates, and has 
discovered that in his long public life his 
name has been identified with but three con- 
siderable laws—the law governing the elec- 
tion of United States Senators, the one con- 
firming the tities of preémpters and settlers 
to railroad lands, and the trade-mark 
law. The last was declared uncon- 
stitutional as soon as it got before the courts, 
and the other two were amendments of old 
laws. None of them wasa measure of the 
first class. He has been silent, or, as he 
might prefer to say, **dumb’”’ in all the great 
debates relating to the currency, the tariff, 
and every form of taxation. “The greatest 
effort of his life’’ was on the Electoral Com- 
mission bill, and he did not follow it up with 
his vote, but ran away to New York at the 
critical moment. Mr. Conkling’s reputation 
as a lawyer has been made outside of the 
courts, and is known to everybody except 
the legal profession. None of the great firms 
of the State has ever had occasion to recog- 

*nize him as an adversary. Since 1862 he has 

had but six cases in the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Two of these were po- 
litical. One was the New York Central suit 
to evade the payment of internal revenue 
taxes, which Mr. Conkling had the courage to 
argue before a Judge appointed at his in- 
stance, it is alleged, only two months before, 
and which he won in thatcourt. But the 
judgment was reversed by a unanimous vote 
of the Supreme Ccurt as soon as it got be- 
fore that body. In the State Court of Ap- 
peals likewise Mr. Conkling has had but five 
cases since he went to Congress, and two at 
least of these were also political—, e., suits 
in which he appeared in his political char- 
acter and owing to his supposed “influence”’ 
rather than as alawyer. Oneof hisspeeches 
before this court is described as shocking 
rubbish, and is said to have been “a laugh- 
ing-stock,”’ and Mr. Whitridge quotes parts 
of it which fully justify these epithets. For 
magniloquent and empty rhetoric nothing 
could surpass the passages cited. In the 
judgment of the Bar of New York, Mr. 
Whitridge says, “Mr. Conkline’s single 
substantial claim to the gratitude of his 
countrymen is the fact that he declined the 
Chief-J usticeship.’”’ 
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SECRETARY BLAINE’S PREDICTED RE- 
: TIREMENT 


Itis telegraphed from Washington, from 
so-called **Stalwart”’ sources of information, 
that Secretary Blaine has determined to quit 
the Cabinet, and that he will ask President 
Arthur to accept his resignation within ten 
days. It is further stated, in confirmation 
ofthis rumor, that Mr. Blaine will not re- 
turn to Washington, but proceed directly 
to his home in Maine, and that he has 
ordered work on his new house at the 
Capital to be suspended and offered the 
premises for sale. 

lf this statement shall prove to be correct, 
but which may be doubted, it may be as- 
sumed that Mr. Blaine is convinced either 
that a complete reorganization of the Cabinet 
is contemplated or that it will not be possible 
for him to endure with dignity and self- 
respect certain hostile and malevolent in- 
fluences which will assert themselves in the 
new Administration. I1tis certain that Gen. 
Arthur’s succession to the Presidency would 
not of itself be sufficient provocation for Mr. 
Blaine’s retirement, avd equally certain that 
Mr. Blaine would not Sithout some cogent 
reason abandon’ the pogition of Premier 
which he accepted at aconSsiderable sacrifice. 

There seems to be no reason why the per- 
sonal relations between Messrs, Arthur and 
Blaine should not be reciprocally agreeable. 
These two gentlemen have never come in 
conflict. Blaine showed his confidence in 
Arthur during the latter’s custom-house 
troubles by voting in the Senate for the re- 
tention of Arthur and against the confirma- 
tion of Merritt, whom President Hayes ap- 
pointed as Arthur’s successor as Collector of 
the Port of New York. That circumstance 
alone would give Mr. Blaine a personaiclaim 
upon President Arthur’s good will, and go 
far towards assuring the maintenance of 
agreeable personal relations between the two 
men as President and Premier. The mere 
fact that Arthur has become President, there- 
fore, is not sufficient to account for Biaine’s 
alleged determination not to remain in the 
Cabinet. 

It is clear that Mr. Blaine has no desire to 
retire from public life; and yet his resigna- 
tion from the Cabinet at this time would be 
equivalent to retirement from public life for 
a considerable period. He resigned his seat 
in the Senate to accept the position of Secre- 
tary of State.. His Senatorial term would 
not have expired iil] 1883, and there was no 
doubt of his ability to secure reélection. He 
soughta broader field of service. He can 
hardly desire to abandon this new field 
within a few months after entering upen it, 
and in view of the distinguished success 
which he has achieved. He had outlined a 
progressive policy for the State Department. 
He has aspired to establish new and more 
equitable trade relations between the United 
States and Spain and the Spanish colonfes 
in the West Indies, and also with Mexico and

Canada. He cannot complacently relinquish 
his ambition to carry out these aims, and 
would not voluntarily retire from the State 
Department unless he were satisfied that it 
will be impossible fur him to remafii through- 
out the new Administration. 

If Mr. Blaine shall retire from the Cabinet 
within the near future it will be something 
like acertain sign of a purpose to reorgan- 
ize the Cabinet. His retirement alone will 
show President Arthur how difficult it is 
going to be to call together a new circle of 
advisers who will command equal public 
confidence with those whom President Gar- 
field had selected. Blaine’s place will be 
hard to fill. Gen. Grant and Mr. Conkling 
are about the only persons in the so-called 
“Stalwart” wing of the party whose ap- 
pointment would convey anything like the 
same sense of fitness that Mr. Blaine’s ap- 
pointment inspired. It is doubtful whether 
Gen. Grant would accept the position, and if 
he did his appointment would necessarily 
disturb the remainder of the Cabinet. He 
would be accredited either to New York or 
to Illinois, and would thus affect either 
James’ position or Lincoln’s. The same 
would be true in case Conkling were selected, 
and the appointment of either would inter- 
fere with the alleged intention of placing the 
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Treasury Department under the control of 
the stock-gamblers of Wall street. | 

It is sincerely to be hoped that Mr. Blaine 
shall retain his place in the Cabinet. He has 
the brains, the experience, and the courage 
to carry out important diplomatic reforms 
and to secure justice in trade froim certain 
Governments which persistently discrimi- 
nate against the United States. It would 
necessarily be a matter of doubt whether his 
successor would take hold of these matters 
with as much intelligence and energy as Mr. 
Blaine can and will bring to bear upon them. 
Besides, Blaine’s retirement, even though 
apparently of his own motion, would be sig- 
nificant of other undesirable changes in the 
personnel and surroundings of the new Ad- 
ministration. It would indicate a submis- 
sion to personal and factional influences 
which it has been hoped the new President 
would avoid. In that respect it would in- 
volve political uncertainty as to the future, 
and agitate the country at a time when there 
is a universal hope that there will be no radi- 
cal changes in the policy of the Government. 
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THE SENATE ORGANIZATION. 

The present condition of parties in the Sen- 
ate, involving as it does the choice of a pre- 
siding officer who, in acontingency, might 
be called upon to perform the duties of Presi- 
dent of the United States pending an elec- 
tion by the people to fill the vacancy, is with- 
out precedent. When Vice-President Cal- 
houn resigned in 1832, the Senate contained 
a Whig majority, Jackson being President, 
and the Senate elected Hugh L. White, of 
Tennessee, a Whig, Presideut pro tempore, 
In 1841, when Gen. Harrison died, and Vice- 
President Tyler, Whig, became President, 
the Senate was again Whig, and Senator 
Southard, of New Jersey, a Whig, was 
elected President protempore. In the mean- 
time Mr. Southard, while holding that office, 
died in June, 1842, and the Senate elected 
Senator Willie P. Mangum, of North 
Carolina, President pro tempore. Presi- 
dent Tyler finally went over to 
the Democrats, but the Senate, be 
ing Whig, continued Mr. Mangum in office 
until the end of Tyler’s term. In 1851, when 
Gen. Taylor died and Fillmore became Pres- 
ident, Congress was in session, and the Dem- 
ocrats, being in a majority in the Senate, 
elected Senator King, of Alabama, as Presi- 
dent pro tempore. He served until Fill- 
more’s term expired. Mr. King was elected 
Vice-President, but died before the meeting 
of Congress. The Democrats, being a major- 
ity.in the Senate, elected Atchison, of Mis- 
souri, and subsequently Jesse D. Bright, 
who served out the term of Mr. King. When 
Andrew Johnson, elected as. a Republican, 
became President in 1865, the Republicans 
elected Senator Foster, of Connecticut, and 
subsequently Senator Wade, of Ohio, who 
served to the end of Johnson’s term. When 
Vice-President Wilson died the Republicans 
elected Senator Ferry, of Michigan, Presi- 
dent pro tempore, and he served until 1877. 

It will be seen that while the precedents 
are to the effect that the political majority in 
the Senate have always elected one of their 
own party to preside in that body without 
reference to what may have been the politics 
of the President in office, there has never oc- 
curred such a combination of circumstances 
as at present exists, The Vice-President has 
become President, and there is no President 
of the Senate—being equally divided polit- 
ically and having no presiding officer at the 
same time. Vice-President Arthur declined, 
as has been customary, to vacate the chair 
at the close of the last session, to 
enable the Senate to elect a President 
pro tempore. He did this to prevent the 
chance of a Democrat being elected, the 
Senate being a tie. Since then three Repub- 
lican seats have been vacated, and, though 
successors Will be present, they cannot be 
sworn in and vote until a presiding officer 
shall be chosen. ‘This leaves the Democrats, 
if all their members be present, with power 
to elect a President pro tempore, who will 
hold office until the Senate shall appoint 
another to the office. <A full Senate will find 
the body with .thirty-eight Democrats and 
thirty-eight Republicans, with a Democrat in 
the chair. This extraordinary combination 
of circumstances suggests that, as the Senate 
is equally divided as to parties, the presiding 
officer should be conceded to the political 
party responsible for the General Govern- 
ment; or that at least a non-partisan like 
Judge Davis be appointed to preside. 


THE TRIAL OF GUITEAU. 

There seems to us to be much unnecessary 
trouble taken by some newspapers over what 
is called a ‘‘serious blunder’”’ on the part of 
Attorney-General MacVeagh in permutting 
the body of President Garfield to be removed 
from the State of New Jersey without hav- 
ing a Curoner’s jury investigate the cause 
of his death. This trouble, it is supposed, is 
aggravated and complicated by the discovery 
that, as the President did not die in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the murderer cannot be 
convicted in that District of the act. 

This alarm arises because the writers are 
evidently under the impression that the ver- 
dict of a Coroner’s juryis in some way essen- 
tial to an indictment of a person for murder, 
when in fact the Coroner’s investigation has 
no direct or legal connection with the matter 
of indictment or trial of a prisoner. Ina 
majority of cases of murder the Coroners’ 
juries find a verdict that the deceased came 
to his death by violence committed Dy par- 
ties unknown, and in such cases there cer- 
tainly can be no connection between that 
verdict and any subsequent investigation by 
agrand jury. The verdict of a Coroner’s 
jury is practically meaningless, so far as 
subjecting any person to a trial for the homl- 
cide. The jury may even declare in their 
verdict that the person was killed by a 
man named, but the whole ejlfect of 
this verdict is that the individual 
charged may be held until further 
investigation. A court may even upon ha- 
beas corpus discharge from arrest @ person 
held in jail upon a commitment by the Coro- 
ner; and a grand jury may refuse to indict 
the person designated as the murderer by 
the Coroner’s jury, or may indict a person or 
persons never heard of during the Coroner’s 
investigation. It is not an unusual thing for 
grand juries to indict persons for the mur- 
der of persons who were supposed to have 
died from natural causes, whose deathis had 
never been investigated by any Coroner’s 
jury. So far as the indictment, trial, convic- 
tion, and execution of persons charged with 
murder are concerned, the whole machinery 
of Coroners’ investigation is unnecessary. 
The writers who are criticising Attorney- 
General Mac Veagh and the legal authorities 
of New Jersey are evidently those who con- 
found the powers and duties of Coroners’ 
juries with those of grand juries. 

If it shall be found on investigation that 
the laws of the District of Columbiado not 
give jurisdiction to the courts of that Dis- 
trict over cases of murder where the 
wounded party dies beyond the limits of the 
District, then the absence of a Coroner’s in- 
vestigation will in nowise take from the 
courts of New Jersey any authority or juris- 
diction by the State of New Jersey, where 
the President died of his wounds. 

Whether under the laws of the United 
States a person can be convicted In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia when the murdered man, 
though wounded there, dies in New Jersey, 
is a question of law, which we suppose will 
be properly considered before any trial shall 
take place. It is not assuming too much to 
expect that the Attorney-General and 


the Law Department of the Govern- 
ment will be able to reach a proper 
conciusion on that subject. Even if 
Guiteau be indicted in. the District of 
Columbia, and it shall be decided by the 
courts there that, as Gen. Garfieid did not die 
in the District, no murder had been commit- 
ted there, this would not preclude his in- 
dictment and trial in New Jersey for a mur- 
der committed in that State. So, in any 
case, the man will be sure to be tried for the 
murder, if not in one State then in the other, 
amd, as that is the result to be obtained, we 
do not see that it makesany difference to 
which jurisdiction he may be subject.

HELP FOR MICHIGAN FIRE SUFFERERS. 

Now that the obsequies of the late Presi- 
dent are over, and all that can be done to 
show the respect of the people for his mem- 
ory has been done, both in the way of funer- 
al pageant and making provision for his 
afflicted family, the attention of the people 
of Chicago should be tarned again to those 
suffering people in Michigan who have not 
only lost fathers, brothers, and children by the 
cruel flames, but everything they possessed 
on earth, and now see a pitiless winter ap- 
proaching them with nothing to eat, nothing 
to wear, no stock, no impiements, no barns, 
no homes, aad no way toturn or help them- 
selves. Their loss was complete, and their 
suffering is not yet over, for daily we receive 
intelligence of the death of those who 
escaped the flames by ¢xposure and by sick- 
ness. Chicago has not done anything like 
her share in the work of relief. Thereis not 
afamily inthis city that cannot do some- 
thing in the way of help. It is not 
alone money that is needed. Those who can- 
not send money can forward clothes and 
other material which will help to shelter 
these unfortunates through the coming win- 
ter, for without it many must perish. The 
dispateh which was printed from Minden in 
our last issue ought to appeal to every 
humane person in this city, and we therefore 
repeatit. Our correspondent at that place 
says: 

Joseph Vicokowsky, of Paris, has died of ex- 
mre. Walter Johnson, of Austin, and Mary 

olar, of Minden, are dying of exposure. The 
latter is lying inan open board shanty eight by 
ten feet, which contains thirteen persons. 
Typho-malarial fever, bilious colic, and inflam- 
mation of the lungs are increasing to ao alarm- 
ing extent. George McRary is dying of his 
burns; William MeRary is slowly recovering; 
Mrs. James White,a patientin Mirden Hospital 
No. 2, is in a very critical condition, The condi- 
tion of the people in this section is simply terri- 
ble. It will take $2,500,000 to place the burned- 
out in comfortable circumstances. Not one- 
tenth of that amount has been raised. The 
prospects are gloomy indeed. 

And this is but one locality among many 
that are suffering ina similar manner. Im- 
mediate help is what is needed, He gives 
twice who quickly gives in this case. If, as 
the Secretary of the Michigan Relief Fund 
in this city says, the mourning draperies on 
our buildings can be made of service, then 
strip them off now and send them to him, and 
add to them money, clothing, and provisions. 
It will take these poor people until next 
spring to get a foothold again. They must 
not only be relieved in their immediate 
wants, but they must be taken care of this 
winter, for they have absolutely nothing. It 
is not creditable to this great city that it is so 
slow in moving, and the only reason for it 
inust be that the magnitude of the calamity 
has not been appreciated nor the urgency of 
the necessities of these people. If each per- 
son would give something of his store, no 
matter how little, it would amount in the 
aggregate to a very generous relief, and to 
those who have nothing anything will prove 
acceptable. temembering how profusely 
she was helped in her time of trouble, Chi- 
cago ought now to come tw the rescue of 
these unfortunates largely and willingly, and 
we believe it is only necessary to state the 
urgency of their case to secure for them very 
substantia! help. 
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THE INSANITY DODGE. 

We suppose there is no well-proven in- 
stance of any man having beentried and con- 
victed of murder when the person on trial 
was really, legally, and actually insane; 
though the cases are numerous where per- 
sons not insane have escaped conviction upon 
that plea. It has become an alimbst estab- 
lished law in this country that where a mur- 
der has been committed by a person who has 
been outraged in his domestic relations, as 
by the seduction of wife, daughter, or sister, 
such person cannot be convicted of murder 
upon proof of such an injury. The law does 
not make such a provocation a justification 
for murder, or even for a lesser grade of 
violence, but the plea of emotional insanity 
is interposed as a sort of legal fiction, under 
which juries are enabled to justify the mur- 
der by assuming insanity where the law does 
not admit of any other legal defense, 

Without the presence of evidence showing 
the violation of domestic relations, insanity 
is rarely pleaded, and if pleaded would re- 
ceive no attention in murder cases. This 
seeming paradox in the administration of the 
law has obtained its support, and has been 
strengthened into an established though un- 
written law, because of the absence of any 
adequate legal penalty for the violation of 
female purity or marital infidelity. Emo- 
tional insanity has, therefore, been invented 
as a justification for a crime which, under 
the circumstances, has no legal justification. 
No one believes in the truth of the plea, but 
juries, accepting the publie verdict that the 
murdered nan has been treated as he de 
served, accept the plea of insanity and acquit 
the prisoner. 

Outside of cases of that kind insanity is 
rarely pleaded, and then only in-cases where 
the trutn of the plea is so evident, notori- 
ous, and unquestioned that it cannot be de- 
nied. In such cases an inquiry into the 
lunacy is generally sufficient to put an end 
to the prosecution for murder. 

The case of Guiteau is one where, from the 
total absence of ali justification, legal or 
moral, the only defense is a plain, blunt, 
absolute declaration of insanity. It is no 
case of emotional insanity. The murder was 
deliberately planned, long conceived, and 
brutally accomplished. The strongest evi- 
dence of insanity is really the boldness with 
which the assasination was committed. It 
was the act of a man vain to excess and am- 
bitious of the glory and fame with which he 
assumed it would be heralded. It may 
have entered his mind that, there being an 
attempted defection in the Republican par- 
ty, those who engaged in that attempt 
would rejoice in the removal of the Presi- 
dent and the succession ot one of their own 
faction, and that in return for this he would 
be, if not rewarded, at least protected from 
prosecution. That this idea existed in his 
mind was evidenced by the words he uttered 
when he fired the shot, and by the writings 
he had previously prepared. But vanity, 
even the vanity that seeks fame by com- 
mitting murder, is not insanity. There 
are no men so vain as the men who enjoy 
the distinction of having killed a number of 
persons, and none of these would admit they 
were insane. Nor are the miscalulations of 
men as to the effect of their deeds 
an evidence of insanity. History is full 
of cases Where men have committed assasina- 
tion under the idea of becoming famous. 
Wilkes Booth was not insane, and in his 
flight he mourned the ingratitude of the 
people of the South, who, instead of glorify- 
ing him as another Brutus, joined in the 
relentless pursuit of him. Booth committed 
the deed expecting to live in history as an- 
other Brutus, and to be regarded for all 
time by the Southern people as a hero who 
had delivered his country from the rule of a 


taken as to the consequences of his crime as 
was Booth, but he was no more insane than 
was Booth. He was fully as deliberate as— 
even more so than—Booth, because he had 
no confederates. He was selfish in his vanity 
and his ambition, and wished to divide his 
honors with no one. 

The man’s previous life was not that of an 
unreasoning being. He was a schemer, who 
played his part to the best of his ability. He 
employed all the tricks that he thought 
might be of aid to him. He professed relig- 
ion; he palmed himself off as a theologian 
and as a writer on scientific subjects; he was 
a lawyer at times, and a lecturer, as occasion 
served; but at all times he was a dishonest, 
unprincipled adventurer, living a worthless 
life, submitting to shame, humiliation, and 
rebuke, all because of a want of ability ora 
want of any desire to earn a living by 
straightforward, honorable means. He was 
a worthiess literary, legal, and theological 
tramp, and never an honest man seeking to 
earn an honest livelihood. There are thou- 
sands of such men in the land, but they 
arefar from being insane or removed from 
responsibility for their acts. 1f such people 
are to be classed as insane, and mankind is 
to be subject to whatever crimes such men 
may think proper to commit, and they are to 
rob, steal, plunder, assault, and assasinate 
without responsibility on their part, then 
who is safe? Better declare all crime itself 
to be mere insanity, and let criminals hence- 
forth go free with entire immunity. If all 
the worthless, erratic, visionary, and absurd 
people of this world are to be declared in- 
sane, then their numbers will be immense 
and will seriously crowd those who are ad- 
mitted to be sane. 

This man was actuated also by re 
venge. tevenge is no less potent in its 
effects upon the human mind when the 
cause thereof is trivial, or even imagi- 
nary. The most triflmg causes have pro- 
voked murder. In this case the fellow’s 
vanity caused him to seek a foreign mis- 
sion, for which he was wholly incapac- 
itated. - His success in ** dead-beating”’ free 
lodging and free meals was exhausted; his 
wardrobe was reduced to the last change. 
His situation was desperate, and his des- 
perate importunities at last became of- 
fensive. In this condition bis extreme van- 
ity and disappointment inspired the idea that 
he was wronged, and the sense of wrong 
suggested that of revenge—by the mur- 
der of the President he would obtain fame 
as the great deliverer of his party, and fame 
as the hero who had opened the way for the 
Stalwarts and placed their chief at the head 
of the Government! He obtained a pistol, 
loaded it, dogged the President for a few 
days, wrote out his Stalwart heroics, ap- 
pealed to the President-to-be to protect him 
from injury, and finally, in broad daylight, 
shot the President, and shouted his glorifi- 
cation of the deed! 

There was no more insanity in all this 
than there are in #9 per cent of the 
murders of the time, It was a deliberately 
planned assasination, the motives for which 
were absolute worthlesness and a desire to 
be supported in oflice at the public expense: 
a desperate personal exchequer; a mortified 
vanity at the refusal to appoint him in- 
spiring revenge; a self-deception that the 
death of Garfield and the succession of Ar- 
thur would win him the applause and pro- 
tection of the Stalwarts. Revenge, deliber- 
ately planned and executed, is fatal to any 
plea of insanity. 


Detroir furnishes a curious sensation. 
John Hiningbauser, a Teutonic but estimable 
young man, bas for something like a year been 
paying attentions of a tender nature to Miss 
Annie Miller. With the exception of belong- 
ing to a militia company, Mr. HOninghauser 
bas led a stainiess life, but this one imprudent 
action bas caused all the trouble with which he 
is now surrounded. Last Thursday night he 
called on Miss Miller, and she accompanied 
him to his mother's residence. Upon reaching 
there Miss Minnle Frank, a young lady at the 
shrine of wbose love Hdninghauser had pre- 
viously worshiped, was found to be in the 
house. In some unexplained manner the con- 
versation between the parties drifted to the ex- 
citing topic of pants, and John conferred with 
his motber about sbortening a _  ~pair of 
those useful articies in which he was 
accustomed to parade as a member of the Scott 
Guard. Upon the mother expressing some 
doubt asto her ability to properly perfurm the 
job, Miss Miller suggested that it-be intrusted 
to her, but the matter was not discussed further 
atthattime. After accompanying Miss Miiiler 
home, the lovers stuod by the gate,in accord- 
ance with a well-established custom, and again 
the shortening of the pants came up. During 
their conversation HOninghauser expressed a 
fear that Miss Miller would not be ableto fix 
them properly, and as Miss Frank was a tailoress 
he thought she might beable to do so, At thisshe 
flamed with angry jealousy, and informed bim 
witb considerable spirit that he bad better take 
his pants and himself to Miss Frank and stay 
there. She then turned to go into the house, 
and he said to her: * Emma, are you not going 
to shake bands with me before I go?” She said 
“No.” He tried to explain to her that he meant 
no harm iv referring to Miss Frank, but she re- 
ceived all of his apologies with bad grace, and 
turned away and entered the house. Subse- 
quently the girl took arsenic and died. Per- 
haps if she had married Hdnoinghauser the 
state of repair in which his pants and shirts 
might be would not bave worried her atali. It 
has been known to work this way. 


THERE is trouble in St. Anthony’s (Catho- 
lic) Churen, New York, as there generally is in 


any congregation where certain of the members 


evince a disposition to hold the bigher officers of 
the church tv a strict accountability concervoing 
their actions. In this case a large portion of the 
communicants at St. Anthony's earnestly de- 
sired to know what had become of £201,000 which 
the Bishop of the diocese claimed to have been 
expended on the church, and after hoiding sun- 
dry meetings appointed a committee which be- 
gan legal proceedings against the Bishop to 
compel bim to make the desired statement. In 
order to punish these men for their audacity in 
summoning a Bishop before a court of law the 
dignitaries of the church adopted a novel plan, 
which was put into operation last Sunday, and is 
described as follows:

Another of the committee, Junn 
McFuriand, attempted to put a gold piece in the 
box, when it was knocked on tne tloor, and in 
rising after picking up the coin bis head struck 
the box. Other members attempted to put their 
contributions in, but they were unable tw do so. 
After the mass they met and called on Father 
Murphy at the parochial residence. Father 
Murphy informed them that the collector's 
acuiond was under the authority and sancuon of 
Bishop Loughlin, who, with his Vicur-General, 
Father Keegan, visited bim last Thursday, and 
guve him to understand that under po consid- 
eration must he allow the members of the com- 
mittee to contribute money for the support of 
the church, and that he must aiso deny them the 
right torent pews when their present rentals 
bad expired. 

Whatever may be thought of the action of 
the church autborities in refusing toallow mem- 
bers to contribute to the support of the Gospel, 
the right of the proscribed persons to rent pews 
is one Uthat will probably be upheid by the courts.

century in the employment of the bank. He 
had a handsome residence at Greenwich, 
Conn., where his family tived, and where 
be was accustomed to spend his vaca- 
tions. About ten days since his accounts 
were examined, and deficits to a large 
amount were discovered. A detective who

NEWS FROM THE STEAMER CORWIN.

New York, Sept. 27.—A correspondent on 
board the Corwin, writing from Herald 
Island July 31, Wrangell Land Aug. 12, and 
Point Barrow Aug. 17, says that a landing 
was effected on Herald Island, and 
that they had the gratitication of ob- 
taining a fine. view of Wrangell 
Land from the highest point of 
Herald Island. The cairns spoken of in 
Lieut. De Long’s last letter were sought for, 
and that commander’s intention of retreating 
upon the Siberian settlements in the event of 
disaster to the Jeannette was borne in mind.

‘*FIXING’’ BURGLARS.

MARYVILLE, Mo., Sept. 27.--The store of Behm 
& De Pisse, at Pickering, Mo., has been broken 
into several times Quite recently by thieves, 
and, anticipating a further raid on their busi- 
ness-house last Monduy night, they devised a 
scheme for giving the thieves a warm recep- 
tion. A shotgun loaded with buckshot was 
mounted in the store, witha wire attached so 
that a person in walking about the store would 
run against the wire, thus discharging 
the contents of the gun into the 
body of an ordlnary-sized man about the 
thighs. Mr. Behm waited for the thieves 
until W o'elock Monday night, but, none 
coming, and feeling sick, went to his bome and 
retired for the night, and on going to his store 
the next morning be found that the windows 
and doors had been forced open and that one 
barrel of the gua bad been discharged, a portion 


of the shot baving lodged in the door, where 
some blood was found.

RUSSIA, 
MYSTERIOUS MOVEMENTS. 
Special Oable. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 27.—The Herald’s 
special says: For some days past consider- 
able excitement has been noticeable here, 
calculated to make ohe suppose that we are 
on the eve of great events. Large numbers 
of students have _ arrived’ in the 
city. The police are more _ active 
than ever. Proclamatious issued by the 
secret printing establishments are being pro- 
fusely circulated, and houses are being 
searched at ail hours of the day and night. 
The Emperor’s body guard has again 
been increased. Last Saturday the Minister 
of the Imperial household and Gen. 
Tchervinon, an officer speciaily in- 
trusted with the charge of his Majesty’s 
person, held a conference which lasted sev- 
eral hours in the Vasan Cathedral. All this 
may be connected with 

THE APPROACHING INTERVIEW 
of the Czar with the Emperor of Austria. 
One of the Ministers today said, without 
positively denying thatthe interview was to 
take place, that, if it did take place, it would 
not be til next spring. This, how- 
ever, is doubtless merely intended to 
mislead the public, as on the occasion .of the 
Dantzic meeting. The. departure of the 
Emperor wiil probably not be known to most 
people till he has actually started. Every 
one is suspected here. A ukase prescribing 
additional measures of precaution will be 


issued shortly. 
THE EMPEROR 


leaves for Warsaw today or tomorrow. Re- 
plying to the publication of two dispatches in 
a Radical paper of Buda-Pesth, the Journal 
de St. Petersbourg, organ of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, will tomorrow publish the 
following: “ The Russian and foreign press 
have been much exergised by the singular 
publication of certain secret official dis- 
patches by the Hungarian paper, the Zyyete- 
rctes, and inquiries have been instituted by 
the Hungarian Government, with a view of 
ascertaining from what sources the dispatch- 
es were obtained. We must, for the present, 
abstain from expressing an opinion as to 
the genuineness of the documents in 
question, and especially as to the correctness 
of the interpretation given them. We need 
only say that, so far as the general tenor of 
the documents is concerned, they are ex- 
actly suited to the situation. The wording 
of the documents, however, is open to sus- 
picion. Nor is this strange, for we 
have here to do with papers written origi- 
nally in French and translated into Hungari- 
an by the Egyeteretes, whose translation was 
made use of by the German and Viennese 
papers, from which we take, in order to re- 
constitute the original French text. We 
have been especially struck by the use of 
THE WORD “UNEXPECTED” (INATTENDU) 
applied to the moderate and pacific inten- 
tions of Prince Bismarck. This word makes 
one doubtful. Assuredly the Russ'an Impe- 
rial Cabinet did not wait till the Dantzic in- 
terview to form an opinion of the political 
views of the German Chancellor. ‘There 
have been other opportunities of ascertain- 
ing them, and the regular correspondence 
of the two Governments must have afforded 
plenty. A shortinterview of a few hours 
might have confirmed the opinion already 
formed on the subject. It may have 
given fresh and even unexpectedly sure 
guarantees of its correctness, but most 
certainly there can have been _noth- 
ing “‘unexpected” in the impression 
itself. Inany case, the clearest result of the 
indiscretion committed will have been that 
all doubts and misunderstandings with re- 
gard to the eminently satisfactory nature of 
the Dantzic interview have been swept 
away. In the interests of general peace we 
can, therefore, only rejoice.” 

THE TRIAL OF THE FOUR NIHILISTS, 
which had been fixed for tomorrow, is post- 
poned till the llth of October. It will be 
private, each prisoner being only allowed to 
introduce three friends into the court, and 
the Russian press is forbidden to speak 
otf the case. At the end of the 
trial, which will be concluded by Oct. 23, the 
prisonets will be tried privately by a court- 
martiak Eighteen witnesses have been sub- 
poenaed to give evidence at this first trial, 
which is only to be decided by civilian juris- 
diction. 

A MOST IMPORTANT DISCOVERY 
has just been made of enormous thefts from 
the Imperial Treasury. Immediately after 
Baron Kuster had been relieved from his 
functions as Court Steward, a special com- 
mission was appointed to look into his ac- 
counts. After working five or six hours 
daily for twelve consecutive days, the 
commission have ascertained, that, roundly 
estimated 6,000,000 rubles in the Imperial 
safes have been stolen; nearly 600,000 gold 
pieces in florins and half imperials were 
taken, besides about 400,000 paper rubles, 
the remainder of the sum was represented 
by State bonds and railway securities. The 
exawuination of the Lu perial assets took place 
in the cellars, by gasliaht.

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 

Derroit, Mich., Sept. 27.—About 1 o'clock 
this morning tidings reached this city of a re- 
markabie accident which befell the day express 
over the Canada Sothern Road to this city. The 
train was due here about 1 o'clock. While trans- 
ferring it across the river from Amherstburg to 
Grosse Isie, the transfer boat was run with such 
force against the dock on the isiand as to throw 
forward the sleeper St. Clair, which ran along 
in the track on the transfer boat and plunged 
beadiong into the water in the slip. The pas- 
senger coach immediately behind it also was 
forced forward, and the forward trucks fell off 
and went down. The coupling between this 
coach and the one bebiad ft did not break, how- 
ever, and soit hung on the edge of the boat, 
standing up atan angle of forty-five degrees, 
and one end just touching the water. 
The engines of the boat were reversed, and 
as it backed away from the slip the sleeper 
which had failen in the water rose and turned 
over on its side, the trucks attached to it having 
gone to the bottom. All was confusion. The 
passengers in the sleeper clung to the side out 
of the water and tried to break through the 
windows, and cried piteously for heip. Six pas- 
sengers went down with the car. They were 
rescued, with the exception of a man named 
Bloom, who occupied section eleven. A careful 
search for him was made, but he had not been 
found at iast accounts. The sixty or seventy 
others who were in the passenger-coach behind 
were panic-stricken, and rushed pell-mei! for 
the end of the car furtherest away from the 
water. Some of the passengers who stood on 
the deck of the boat saw the danger of those in 
the stream, and plunged in to rescue them. 

AS soon as possible passengers and train-men 
clambered on the top of the coach that was 
floating in the water, broke open the windows, 
and pulled out the dripping occupants. When 
all in sight bad been rescucd the work of com- 
pearing notes was begun, and it was found that 
of the fourteen passengers in the sleeper three 
were missing. The darkness of the night, the 
confusion, and the fact that nearly all the pas- 
sengers were strangers to each other, makes it 
possible that all were rescued; but it also leaves

A SERIOUS COLLISION AT THE LIME-KILNS.

AMHERSTBURG, Ont., Sept. 27.—About 2 o’clock 
this morning the Union Steamboat Company's 
propeller Jay Gould, bound down, and the tug 
Martin Swain collided opposit this towa and just 
above Bois Island. The tug was bound up with 
the schooners Marengo and Maria Martin in tow. 
The Jay Gould had just come over the Lime- 
Kilns, and they botb gave one whistle, the Swain 
intending to give the port side so that she could 
get in good position to make the turn to go over 
the Crossing. All the Captains were 
on deck, and Capt. Bogart, of the 
Maria Martin, says he was on 
the pilot-bouse and heard the two whisties, and 
& moment latersaw the Swain and Gould come 
together with an awful crash. The M arengo got 
by the steamers all right, and cut the Martin's 
towline, which left them in a helpless condition. 
The Gould backed out of the Swain. The pro- 
peller by this time had got turned round bow 
up, and she crashed backwards into the Martin, 
carrying away her bowsprit and jibboom and 
sbuking her up badly. Those on the deck of the 
Swain jumped on the Gould, and when the 
Gould and Martin caine together lney jumped 
on the schooner. The engincers of the Swain, 
who bad stuck to their posts, opened ber wide 
open, and she ran head on to Bois Blane Island 
in less than ten minutes. She is listed badly, 
her rail on the port side being under water, and 
has an opentnz amidsbips on the starboard side 
about five feet wide and down to her keel. 
W bere she lies there is a pretty strong current 
and thirteen feet of water. The Swain 
only came out this season, having been 
built in Detroit. She is owned by Capt. 
S. B. Grummond, and is valued at $30,000. 
She was commanded by Capt. Ed Tornmey, one 
of the most careful of tugmen. The crew of 
the Martin have been engaged all day clearing 
away the wreck fromthe collision. She is leak- 
ing about three inches an hour and is at anchor 
in the channel. Her stern is split. She has 
eleven bundred tons of coul on board for Chica- 
go. The Marengo came out without a seratch. 
The Martin will have to go in dry-dock, prob- 
ably at Detroit, fur repairs. The Gould lay here 
tilldaylight. Her stern is badly damaged, to- 
gether with other slight damages.

nothing but his fists, and that the old man was 
the aggressor. On the day mentioned Kelley 
says he was walking with two female friends, 
and on passing Buebler’s house sume one, a son 
of Buebler’s, made some insult remark 
regarding one of the girls. He turned back and 

upnished him for it. turning from the picnic, 
suehler, most likely toavenge the injuries his 
son received, made an unprovoked attack upon 
bim. Kelley denies having struck the old man 
bard enough toinjure him, and claima it was 
Peltz who did the mischief. His story does not 
impress one favorably. 

Peitz, on the contrary, seems willing to tell all 
be knows, and impresses one favorably. He was 
not present attoe first row, but accompanied 
Kelley back from the picnic grounds, and 
admits that both Kelley and himself were 
partially intoxicated. When near the cor- 
ner of Concord place they managed to get into 
a quarrel with one Fred Kublitzky, and it was to 
save him that old Mr. Buehler interfered. 
Emanuel Herman of No. 369 Clybourn avenue, 
andaman nained Wiilings liv in the same 
locality, saw the disturbance and blame Kelley 
forit all. The prisoner is a lumber measurer 
by occupation, and has “yo 2 been arrested 
for fignting and raising isturbances in the 
street.

It 
is something new to the veterinariaas, * pink- 
eye” having been unheard of up to the present 
time.

LUMBER NEEDED FOR WINTER AND SPRING. 


About fifteen yard iumber dealers held a 
meeting yesterday morning and made a very 
few advances iu the price-list. The following 
resolution adopted by the Directors was ap- 
proved in spirit by the meeting: 

“That in the light of the experience ot the 
season of 1880, and thus far duriug 1551, the past, 
present, and prospective increase in the con- 
sumptive demand for lumber throughout the 
West imperatively requires of the Chicago 
lumber ealers the holding of a  atock 
in their yards on the Ist of January 
next amounting to not less than 
650,000,000 feet in order that the requirements 
of our custowers, both as to quautity and ship- 

ing condtion, may be fairly met; and we. as a 

oard of Directors, would point to the fact that 
but two months of navigation remain, during 
which time an increase of 75,000,000 feet must 
be obtained during each montb in order to meet 
what we firmly believe to be the requirements 
of a- healthy winter and spring business; and 
that in our opinion the present prospect and 
rate of increase do not warrant the belief that 
the necessary quantity is likely to be realized 
by a iarge difference.’ 

AN IDLE COMPLAINT. 

Antone Maleck and his wife Annie, arrested 
Saturday, charged with the murder of Father 
Adiebertus Mielcbusney, the Polish priest found 
dead in his house on tae 2d of last June, were on 
trial before Justice Walsh, in the West Madison 
Street Police Court, yesterday. The court-room 
was filled with Poles of both sexes, and great 
interest was manifested by all as the long and 
tedious examination progressed. Number- 
less witnesses were examined. The wife, 
Annie Maileck, was tried firgt and discharged. 
The principal witness against her was Mrs. Anua 
Polowzki, of 133 Augusta street. She testified 
that iu returning bome from a meat-market on 
the morning when the priest was found dead she 
had occasion to pass the priest's house, and as 
she approached she saw Mrs. Maleck ip a parox- 
ysm of grief, and when within a _ short 
distance of her heard her excialm: “My 
God! my God! If this is discovered 
they willhang my husband and me.” The wit- 
ness said that she was nervous and excited at 
the time, and would not swear positively t 
Mrs. Maleck referred to the dead priest. in 
cross-examination she contradicted berself{f 80 
often that Justice Waish felt called upon to Uis- 
charge Mrs. Maleck. The afternoon was then 
spentin trying the husband. Drs. Vint, Hese- 
ler, and Bluthardt were examined, and testified 
substantially the same as at the Coron- 
er’s inquest, and ail three held to the 
theory of death from apoplexy. Julia An- 
gweiski, housekeeper for the father at the time 
of his death, testified to the ill-feeling existing 
between Maleck, the school-teacher, and the 
clergyman. The case was adjourned to 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, when scores vf witnesses will be 
examined, There appears to be a strong feel- 
ing in Polish circles against the prisoner, and 
those who are prosecuting the case are doing 
aed best to have Maleck held to the Criminal 
yourt. 


THE NOON PRAYER-MEETING.

in the slums of depraved life. ‘This sad state of 
things bad suggested to bhimanewidea. Re 
wanted a _cemmittee appointed to receive from 


clothing, which to the giver would be worthicss, 
but to some redeemed reprobate would prove a 
blessing. Those who could not give clothing 
contribute a dime or a »nickel 
bringing this “crooked” 
——- to the mercy-seat of God. 
The work should goon. Where now on 
every corner inthis great city there stood sa- 
loons and dens with all their alilurements and 
vices there should be a Gospel chapel, where 
those who were spiritually thirsty could enter 
and be refresbed. 

Whittic. who spoke 
on the subject, * Jesus, Our Example,” and ex- 
borted his hearers to lay bold on Christ, in faith, 
and be assured of salvation. 

LAFAYETTE’S CHAIR, 

An object of great historical interest isto be 
seen just at vate in ove of the windows of 
O’ Brien’s gailery ou Wabash avcnuc, immediate- 
ly south of Adams strect.- It is nothing less 
tbhun a chair that belonged to Gen. Lafayette, 
whose memory Americans revere, of course, be- 
cause be belped them secure their independence. 
The piece of furniture was presented by Edmond 
de Lafayette, a grandson of the Geueral's, to 
the Mount Vernon Association, and it will in a 
few days be sent on to take ite place among the 
other objects of interest to be found where the 
dust of Washington is entombed. The chair 
came from the Castie of Chavagnac, Auvergne, 
France, where Gen. Lafayette was born, and it 
belonged to his forefathers. There is nothing 
extraordinary in its appearance. It is simply a 
big square arm-chair of wood, upholstered in 
some rich material, the ttern of the cloth 
being light in color and with vines and flowers 
trailing through it. There is no carving to 
speak of about the woodwork. Neverthciess, 
itis an object of great interest because of its 
association. The upbolstering on the arms ap- 
pears somewbat soiled, and probabiy Gen. La- 
fayette is partly responsibie for its being so.

THE RELICS OF ITS DESPERATE ASSETS. 

At the Keal-Estate Exchange yesterday there 
was auctioned off a choice collection of relics of 
the late Fidelity Savings Bank and Safe Depos- 
itory, which institutionjceased a struggle for ex- 
istence, and theretore died, in September, 1877. 
As a matter of form, the relics were styled “ as- 
sets belonging to the estate of the’ defunct 
bank. They consisted of old notes, drafts, and 
various Other claims, the face value of which 
aggregated $110,058. 

The sale opened at 10 o’ clock with Mr. Wiiliam 
A. Butters as auctioncer, and with Mr. V. A. 
Turpin, the Receiver, on the “lookout.”” When 
the sale commenced there were ten people in 
the Exchange, not including clerks and others 
behind the rail, and once or twice during the 
three hours that the sale occupied the nuinber 
of bidders and loungers reached as high as fif- 
teen ortwenty. The Historical Society was not 
represented among the purchasers, although 
the auctioncer sugywested t some of the doc- 
uments might possess features of interest to 
that organization. The entire $110,058 worth 
(face value) of claims went to only seven pur- 
chasers. 

THE FIRST CLAIM SOLD 
was W. H. Cooper's note for $2,400, with interest 
accrued since May, 187. The prize was knocked 
aown to R. C. Hali for $22.50; and of the 155 re- 
maiping claims sold, only two brought a higher 
figure than the first. 

Sam W. Scott's note for $462 did not receive a 
bid, and bad to be passed. 

A $5,000 note of F. LB. Gardner's, guaranteed 
by the F. B. Gardner Lumber Company, brought 
only $7.50, notwithstanding the fact that bidders 
were assured that Mr. Gardner was a young and 
active man, and that the investment would be 
as sufe as purchasing a ticket 10 a lottery where 
the prize was $5,000. Mr. Hall also secured this 
treasure. 

Ten cents gave to Samuel Page no less than 
eighty shares of the capital stock of the Giobe 
Insurance Company of Chicago, the shares call- 
ing for $8,000. The same gentleman, for $12.25, 
became the happy possessor of lw shares—#$10,- 
0UU worth—of eupital stock of the Chicago Kail- 
way Construction Company.

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TUG WHISTLES. 
THE NUISANCE BROKEN OUT AGAIN. 

The whistling uuisance, which was so far abat- 
ed us to be at Jeast tolerable, broke out aguin 
last week with extraordinary vigor, and the Cit- 
izens’ Aseociation have resumed their night 
patrol, and prosecutions for the violation of the 
city ordinance will be commenced. All the tugs 
and lake transportation lines bave been fitted 
with the new thirteen by three copper whistles, 
and the use of thcse reduces the nuisance to the 
minimum. A history of the past week's troubles 
way not be uninteresting to some of the sufferers 
of iast week. On Monday night, before the fog 
came on, the loud noise was caused by a tug 
using the large sea whistiec instead of the new 
reguiation pattern. After the fog fell there 
wasa gencral assortment of annoyances, most 
vf which could scarcely be avoided. On 
Wednesday evening there were 0 vessels 
moved, and THe TRIBUNE'S readers can casily 
imagine that a great deal of whistling was 
necessary tor the signals. On Thursday night 
one of the tugs touk tire, and, ulthbough it is 
difficult to perceive what good could have come 
of it, all the others gave ber a concert of 
whistling, to attract,as they say, the attentuon 
of the Fire Department, which could have been 
better done by giving au alarm by the nearest 
box on the shore. Saturday morning at 
about 4 o'clock the Bismark gave 
that terrible biast which was mentioned 
in Sunday's paper, and which is now 
being made the subject of representations to 
her owner, in hopes that a recurrence may be 
prevented. Lastly, at3 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing the lake steamer Scotia shook-up things by 
using ber large sea-whistie, while under great 
— 80 Inuch as to make It appear as one con- 
tinuous blow. 

The law is sufficient to fine these delinquents 
in most cases, but in others it Is almost impos- 
sibie to distinguish between necessary and un- 
necessary whistling, as, for instance that of 
Wednesday night, when so large a fleet was 
moved. There is another embarrassment, aris- 
ing from tho unequal depth of the river, which, 
being deeper on one side than on the other. 
compels all deeply-laden vessels to take the 
same side, and thus more signalling became 
necessary to warn a vessel coming towards 
them ou that side. Were it possible for all ves- 
scls to take the right band track, much noise 
would be avoided. 

She nuisance is, however, capable of abate- 
ment in ite worst features, and if the navigators 
will but comply with the law the most offensive 
partoft the evil will bave ceased; but if they 
will not, then fines must beinflicted. They have 
been furnished with copies of the ordinance, 
now ict them obey it.

THE ARIZONA HOSTILES. 


The Troubles About Over—Surrender of 
Nearly All the Savages—A Military 
Commission to Try the Murderers of 
the Soldiers. 

T., Sept. 26.—Reports from 
Apache say that twenty-five men, women, and 
children came from the bostiles and surren- 
dered. They were disarmed and placed under 
guard. Quite a nuinber of bucks came into the 
reservation last night, and gave themselves up 
to the military. 

Later reports from Apache this afternoon an- 
nounce the surrender of another batch of hos- 
tiles, forty-five in number. 

Still later advices from the agency say the 
hostiles wBo last week refused to surrender 
huve come inand have beca contined by the mili- 
tury.

They had ex- 
hausted argument with Garfield, and rewarded 
Biaine as responsible for Robertson's appoint- 
ment; and they believed that Biaine beid his 
tenure of office by a very slight thread, and that 
agreat big play of bluff like two resignations 
would have the effect to detach Blaine trom the 
Cabinet when the Albany Legislature, which 
Conkiing and Arthur had eiected, would unques- 
sionably send both men back. That is the rea- 
son Arthur went to Albany and worked for their 
recietion. He not only had au intiuvenve on the 
city members of the Legislature, but considera- 
ble hold on the Democrats, with whom he had 
conducted trades in the municipal elections. 
But the country became suv exasperated after 
Garfield was shot—au event pone of them bad 
foreseen—that neither man could be returned; 
and Platt put his toot intuit by a little pecea- 
ditto with Mrs. McClelland, otf Pennsyivania, 
which made bim ridiculous, and be pulled out 
of the combination, leaving Conkling to stand 
alone,who was soon afterward beaten.” 

“'Then,'’ said I, “ there is no doubt that there

* Platt’s friends would not speak to him for 
two days. The history of that peccadillo bas 
never been fully told. When tne Half-reeds 
guarded Platt’s door so he could not get out, 
the Stalwarts got the room overhead, and se- 
riously considered the prvposition of taking up 
the floor and hoisting Piatt out through the ccil- 
ing, so be would not be caught. It was found 
impracticable,however, and be bad to open the 
door at last and be seen, and he immediately 
threw up the sponge.” 

* Is Platt a man of any political abilitv? 

* Yes; he has considerable ability to carry 
out iostructions. Conkimg could send Platt to 
see &a nian On an important political matter, and 
Piatt would conduct the bargain right upto the 
letter. That was where he was always strong 
with Conkling. He made no questions as to 
whether he ought to do anything or not, but 
went and did it well. He is not, however, any- 
thing of a statesman—merely a resolute, prac- 
tical diplomatist and executive band.” 

Here a friend of Biaine spoke upand said: 
“Well, gentlemen, | concede that Arthur husa 
perfect right to choose his own Cabinet vilicers, 
I don't think it would be prudent or wise for 
him to clean out all this Cabinet; butif he 
wants to doit, and be bold enough to take the 
step, | think Liaine, as a politician, will say that 
be is justified among politicians. Arthur's 
friends say, however—ut least, some of them— 
that he does not want Blaine to go, and does not 
vaiue the State Department enough to make an 
issue with Biaine, but that, conceding the State 
Department to Blaine, he will urge fair treat- 
ment to the other wing of the party requires 
that he should put Mr. Conkling in the Treus- 
ury. - 

“Well,” said I, “will Conkling drop his 
feathers low enough to speak to Biaine, even in 
the Cubinet?’ 

*Asto that,”’ was the reply, “ they could get 
along witbout speaking directly to each other, 
just as they didin the Senate. There they were 
in that small chamber together every day, and 
often made speeches on the same proposition. 
They did not speak, but the business of the 
party suffered nothing.” 

“ What intluence, gentlemen,’ said I, “is 
John P, Jones, of Nevada, at whose house Presi- 
dent Arthur is now a guest, guing to have on 
Arthur's mind with reference to Conkling’s 
Cabinet aspirations?’ 

“ Well, Jones is a Conkling man. He is on 
agreeable terms with Biaine, but is a thick-and- 
thin admirer of Conkling, and supports him in 
all his propositions.. At the same time, Jones is 
not an influential man inoa pulitical sense. He 
can bardly say no to anybody, and does not like 
executive details. He has none of tne force of 
charaeter of such party leaders as Dou Cameron, 
or Zach Chandler, or Morton, orConkiing. They 
tackle a President in such a resolute way that 
they get what they want out of him. Jones is 
an amiable man, who cao persuade, but cannot 
enforce. Jones will probably be Arthur's Secre- 
tary of the I[npterior.” 

“ That is news to me,” said lL. 

* Well, itis probably true. John Mackay, the 
Bonanza King, bas got the Senatorial fever on 
the brain bad, and heavants Jones’ seat in the 
Senate. It is apprehended that unicss Mackay, 
who is a Republican, gets the seat, Nevada wiil 
send a Democrat to the Senate. We cannot at- 
ford to lose that seat. Arthur cannot afford to 
see another Democrat come in the Senate. He 
can, therefore, put Jonesin the Interior Depart- 
ment, and Mackay, perhaps, will make it to 
Jones’ interest to- resign. When Jones came 
back to the Senate he wasa very rich man. He 
is not so now. Fair, bis collcague, came into the 
Senute the same way Jones did—because he was 
a very rich man, and the Legisiature was per- 
fectiy willing to elect him. We understand that 
Jones wants to gu into the Cabinet, and we know 
Mackay waaots to come tothe Senate. That be- 
ing the case, it furnisbes an additional reason 
why Conkling, or Conkling’s duinmy, will 

srobably xO into the Cabinet, too. 

le and ones have a complete and 
friendly understanding, and would ve chums in 
the Cabinet circle. At the tame time, Jones 
would probably advise keeping Blaine in the 
State Department. The Republican party would 
probably concede the point, with the idea that 


-now the two wings of the party would be 


strengtbened all over the country.’ 

*Now, gentiemen,” said 1,“ ought Arthur to 
bave cailed a epecial session of the Senate, in 
view of the fact that Bayard will inevitably be- 
come the presiding officer of the Senate?”’ 

“No. Unless the Democrats take the proc- 
lamation with some charity, it was an error. If 
Artbur calls the Senate together now, he, to 
some extent, puts a premium on his own death. 
There will be a Democrat to step into bis piace 
if he should bappen to die suddenly. Aithough 
itis unpleasant to refer to such a temptagon, 
there mizht bea great temptation, with Bayard 
Vice-President, to some tellow to look very 
covetously on Arthur's life.” 

“Weil, bow is President Arthur going to get 
over the certainty of a Democrat being elected 

residing officer, even when the Scnate regular- 
y meets in December?” 

* Why, he would bave between two and three 
months, with all the powers of bis office, to cap- 
ture a vote ortwo. There is Judge Davis, open 
to persuasion, perhaps. There are two or three 
Democrats who have already said that they 
favor the Republicans organizing the Senate, 
though some of them bave perbaps taken back 
what they did say. Between now and the regu- 
lar session of the Sevate there will be a good 
deai of diagussion on this point, and the busi- 
ness class Will lean toward the election of a Ke- 
publican.” 

i nextinquired what man might be expected 
to bave the greatest influence with President 
Arthur, or, in other words, who were bis nearest 
triends. My informant enumerated these 
friends in the folluwing order: First, Conkling; 
next, George Bliss,of New York City; next, 
Richard Crowley, John M. Starin, and Thomas 
Murphy. Last, but not least, Gen. Grant. Hav- 
ing already discussed Mr. Conkling, we took up 
the case of Mr. George Bliss, and the following 
is a summary of the information I received: 

Bliss was United States District Attorney un- 
til near the close of Gravt's Administration, 
when Conkling, to give a place to Stewart L. 
Woodford, let Bliss slide, since which time Bliss 
bus surveyed Mr. Conkling’s defects of charac- 
ter ata distance. But Bliss is a Staiwart. To 
him is attributed two or three of the most im- 
portant papers of Artbur—such as bis repelling 
Sherman's charges tbree years gzo,aod accepting 
of the Republican pomipation for Vice-Presi- 
dent. Asa public speaker Bliss stood high in 
New York, and was a terror to offevders against 
the United States statutes and all revenue of- 
fenses. Bliss is pretty weil olf, and is inde- 
pendent ip this worid’s goods. Hie is believed to 
want to be Attorney-General of the United 
States or Coliector of New York. 

MacVeagh bas made himself obnoxious to the 
Staiwarts, and bas no prospect of stay ing in the 
Cabinet very long. Postmaster-General James 
is probably desirous of entering business life, 
and bas a banking opportunity offered to bim. 
Such was the compendium of Mr. Bliss’ stand- 


“ou will, therefore, see by the above conver- 
sation, which is a valid one in every point, that, 
providing thatitbave any foundation in fact, 
an incipient Cabinet is already being construct- 
ed for President Arthur. This we may assume 
to be Blaine for Secretary of State; Conkling, or 
a Conkling man, for the Treasury; Jones for the 
Interior: Bliss, or a Cameron Pennsylvanian, 
for Attorney-General. Lf Mr. James retired, the 
Postwmnaster-CGeneralship might go to Pennsylva- 
nia. It might goto Gov. Rice, of Massacbusetts, 
or even to Gen. Tyner. of Indiana. While this 
is ali speculation, it is speculativa of a charac- 
ter I wouid never have thought of. As Artbur 
will pot probably make any Cabinet changes for 
a month, or possibly not till Congress is organ- 
ized, there is plenty of time for other specuia- 
tions. These happen to be the first | have come 


Tp another quarter I gleaned some curious in- 


formation about Arthur in his Executive reia- 
tions. Among the city politicians it is said that 
Artbur.when he chooses to do so, can be as over- 
penaas as Conkling himseif, and that he has 
been beard to say to. disgruntied applicants 
for office in New York that they shall 
do 80 and s0, and that he (Arthur) 
would make themdo soand so, using curses. 
Handling a large body of menin the custom- 
house, and baving to control a large machine in 
New York, Arthur found that soft words often 
failed of their purpose, and be had to play the 
tremendous bully. One Republican politician 
said to me that Arthur bad more executive 
ability by far than Garfield, and that he had a 
better head for the transaction of business than 
Conkling, or anybody in his circle. 

Referring to the allewed kindness of heart of 
Gen. Arthur, it was aiso said that unquestion- 
ably he could weep when his feelings were 
touched as by a domestic affliction, but weeping 
was not a cure for his faults; and that above all 
things he loved politics and the game of ruling, 
and had concluded, while the people and the 
press would always bave a good deal to say, they 
on the whole looked for streagth in an Adminis- 
tration, and would excuse a President exerting 
his will and choice nuch more thanif the same 
President was plastic and good-natured, and let 
the morale of the Government run down at 
Washington. : 

One of the Democratic politicians said today 
that Judge Davis would be made presiding of- 
fleer of the Senate, and not Bayard. 

Going around New York after the above talk, 
I found opinion adverse to the idea that Conk- 
ling was going in the Cabinet. One of his 
friends said: “Conkling does not want any 
$5,000 ollice which will cause him to spend $5v,- 
i) a year. He isnotarich man. I thiuk he 
will find that ne loves politics too much to want 
one of those exacting departments, where he 
must be everybody's servant, and with bis bad 
maaners would in two months raise a perfect 
bow! against himself. Conkling wants eitber to 
be President or to control the President. He is 
taking just the steps to contro!) Arthur. by mak- 
ing a fight togo into the State Convention of 
New York, which be will then endeavor to mold; 
and consequently be will be between Artbur and 
the Republican party in New York. He will 
make the party in New York sustain Arthur as 
iony as Arthur is true to Conkling. He wili still 
be the political leader of the largest State of the 
Union, and indispensable tua Republican Na- 
tional victory. That will give bim leisure to 
practice lay, and be can keep bis friends in of- 
tice, holding very much the same relation to Ar- 
thur that he held to Grant.” 

1 said to this person, who bas an unusually 
clear head: “Do you think Arthur will bea 
candidate for re@lection?” 

* Unquestionably be means to try. Arthur 
will never be satistied with becoming President 
as the gift of Guiteau. He will want the pomin- 
ation for President as though it were his by 
desert. My judgiment is that he can get the 
nomination, but I don’t say that he can be 
reélected. He possesses the first quality of a 
politician—that which made Van Buren—organ- 
izing ability. Heretofore he bas been the orvan- 
izer of the party inthe City of New York chiefly. 
it wasa hard task, and he became so perfect in 
it that when he was nominated for Vice-Presi- 
dent no man was able to take his place, and he 
bad to conduct a campaign not only in the city, 
but in the State besides. Conkling and Cornell 
have generally handled the iaterior of the State. 
Hereafter some of Arthur's Lieutenants, with 
his assistance, will control the city; and it will 
be indispensable to him to have Conkling on his 
side, or reorganize the country parts. If these 
two men do uot find the eiements in Obio tract- 
able, they will create new mavagers there.” 

I inquired if Arthur and Cornell were friendly 


Arthur despises Cornell, and looks upon 
him as & promoted piece of stupidity, only fla- 
vored by a littie envy. Conkling also has lost 
his interest in Cornell, who has hung onto him 
likealump of suet for years. Conkling found 
Artbur a quicker quantity, with more Irish 
spap.”’ 

Here he ended. When Garfield was struck 
down by the assasin I meta distinguished ciergy- 
man of New York about to call on Gen. Arthur 
to tender bis mimgied sympatby and compli- 
ments. I said to this clergyman: 

* What is going tu happen when Garfield dies?” 

The gentieman had been a friend of Arthur's 
father, and they werein the mipistry together, 
and he knew Arthur from boyhood up. He bent 
down to me and whispered: 

“It will be a complete revoludon. Just as the 
Gartieid Republicans ostracized the Stalwarts, 
so will the Half- Breeds now be ostracized. Ina 
littie while there will be a ciean sweep, and Ar- 
thur and Conkling will model the party on their 
notions of fealty and discipline.’ 

This was twelve weeks ago. Yeta good many 
think that the purpose is ohly postponed, or 
qualified. The Biaine menin New York State 
are fewin number, and Arthur could annex 
them if he chuse. He may use Blaine to do it. 
Coukling said to Garfield when the latter re- 
marked that there were some friends of his own 
in New York he ought to be allowed to take care 
of: “Very well; just send them all abroad, 
and when their names come down before the 
Senate I will zointo the cloak-room and hold 
my nose.”’ 

it may be that Blaine will be keptin the Cab- 
inet for the purpose of sending ali his friends 
out of the country. Conkling, particularly, bas 
no respect for avy foreign country; and if he 
can use Blaine to transport Blaine’s friends, 
might like to bave him remain in the Cabinet. 
A wood many ot the Blaine men are possibly us- 
ing the words of tbe oid bymn: 

Transported with the view, 
I’m lost in wonder, love, and praise. 

Conkting, it is universally believed, likes noth- 
ing sv much as the Senate, and very probably 
anintrigue will soon start to vacate one of 
the seats from New York. Old Mr. Lapham 
is irregular, and he might drop out. War- 
ner Miller, the younger Senator, has be- 
ceme the organizer of the Half-Breeds in the 
State, ‘and a good many think he is going to be 
the new Conkiing. . It also looks like Congling’s 
rejection from the next State Convenuon now. 
if not admitted, he may defeat the ticket: 

Talking to an old politician late last night, he 
said: * There is plenty of meat for conjecture, 
and just now every thing looks rosy for Arthur 
and Conkling; but you must remember that this 
country is full of ambitious men, and that New 
York State does not control the other States, 
and indeed has played second fiddie for many 
years past to Ohio. This Administration of Ar- 
thur starts out with innumerable enemies. The 
sume decency which impels the Grant men to be 
silengupon Gartield’s frailties gives the ap- 
pearance of a general welcome to Arthur; but 
it will be seen as s00n0 as he gets seated in the 
sadidie that Arthur -is cither going torun for 
President again, or will be trying to conserve 
the seat for some political associate. 

Taiking to a Stalwart Republican Senator just 
now, besaid: “Arthur showed good sense in 
not going to Cleveland. With that intense devo- 
tion to Garfield existing in Northern Obio 
Arthur mignt have beenin proportional danger. 
it would have been dangerous for either bim or 
Conkling to go there.”’ 

The same gentieman, referring to the assasin 
Guiteau, said: * Tne inspiration he had to kill 
Gartield came from the assasination of the Czar 
of itussia just before. In this country there 
was a littie expression of apology for the Nihil- 
ists who 80 systematically chased up the Czar 
till they blew him to pieces. Nibitism and Com- 
munism excited the imagination of a romantic 
loafer, who bad himself been a Communist and 
Socialist of the lowest range, a scion of the 
Oneida Community, as was bis father before 
bim. Irritated, perhaps, bv being put out of the 
President's room, be thought of revenge: and a 
pretext presentedttself in the troubie between 
the Conklingites or Stalwarts and the mild or 
Garfield Kepublicans. The idea probably grew 
on his mind as almost as magnificent a discovery 
as his previous One that Christ bad already come 
the second time, and nobody else had found it 
out. He thought 80,and wrote a bouk and made 
lectures about it. When he reflected what a 
erand figure be would cut, solitary and alone in 
the history of the worid as the killer of the 
President, be could hardly contain himself till 
the crime was over.”’ 

Gov. Corvell was standing in a group last 
night, when ooe of his henchmen .was saying as 
follows: “Do you suppose it humana nature for 
Gen. Arthurto forgivetwo men tike Windom 
and Kirkwood, who voted to turu him out of the 
otfice of Collector and putin Merritt? Both of 
them did just that. Conkling made a powetful 
struggle to save Arthur, but both Kirkwood and 
Windom went back ou bim and voted to take the 
bread and butter out of bis mouth.” 

Cornell himself is impressed that “the Chi- 
nese must go.” During the campaign of 1879, 
when, Cornell was running for Governor and 
Artbur was managing the State Committee, it 
was noticed that Cornell took a.chair in Arthur's 
private rooms every day. One day a gentieman 
suid to Artbur: 

* What brings Cornell here so much?’ 

“Why,” said Artbur, “the damned rascal 
comes here to watch me. He thinks lam going 
to cheat him.”

A Crushing and Convincing Reply 
to Gen. Lieb’s Recent 
, Epistle. 


His Troubles with the Water 
Office from the Day Lieb 
Entered It. 


An Illustration that the General Does 
Not Represent the City’s In- 
terests There. 


Commissioner Waller yesterday concluded his 
answer to Herman Lieb, who occupies the posi- 
tion of Superintendent of the Water Depart- 
ment, The Commissioner: gives some facts 
which may pe of interest to the public. The fol- 
lowing is the ducument in full: 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WoRKS, CHICAGO, 
Sept. 27.—Mr. H. Lieb, Superintendent of Water— 
Sin: | have had much trouble with the Water 
Ottice from the day you entered it. I have tried 
to have it conducted properly, notwithstanding 
the fact that you ure its chief, If you have any 
business qualities or capabilities necessary to 
the successful managemect of ala financial 
office, requiring correct records, and an accu- 
rate system of accounts, l have not discovered 
them. 

THE INITIAL POINT OF THE PRESENT TROU- 
BLE WITH YOU 


was this: On the lsth day of August I sent you 
an official note, requesting you to furnish me a 
statement of “shut-offs’’ fur non-payment of 
water rents from Nov. 1, 1880, to May 1, 1881, 
showing the agyregate amount charged there- 
for. You came to me and said that you could 
not furnish the statement asked for, that no 
record bad been kept of the “ shut-offs’’ during 
that time. Il was astonished to hear of such re- 
missness and told you so. You said you could 
furnish me a statement of what bad been col- 
lected during that time for “shut-offs.” [ re- 
plied; “I know what has been collected; the ob- 
ject of my inquiry was to see what should bave 
been collected.” Much of your lengthy report 
of the 2th inst. (which appeared in the news- 
papers before I had time to read it) needs no 
comment from me. There is, however, a design 
and a theory connected with it, which it is my 
duty to expose. The whole burden of the report 
rests here, and I do not care to notice any other 
portion of it. , 

You allege that there is a considerable annual 
loss to the city because of incomplete and im- 
perfect assessments for the use of water. 

INSTEAD OF TRYING TO REMEDY THIS, 
(if you believe it), in a straightforward, manly, 
practical way, you bave preferred tu herald it 
in the newspapers. As Superintendent of the 
Water-Otlfice, the very things which you point 
outas being wrong are among those which it is 
your special duty to supervise, and see 
that such wrong does not exist. In your 
anxiety, however, to make out 4 
case against the present assessor (which anxiety 
is manifested in your instructions to H. F. Mer- 
ritt, as shown in his report to you, now for the 
first time brought to light), you probably over- 
looked the fact at first that you would held 
responsible for the improper working or failure 
of duty inany branch of the Water Department, 
unless you could show somehow that this branch 
so derelict in its duty was not under your 
charge, and, therefore, if you proclaimed that 
there was great wrong going on in the Assessor's 
branch of your departmeut, you must assert 
that the control of this erring branch had been 
taken from you in orderto keep yourself from 
being brought in for a large share of the blame. 
Being determined to charge great inefliciency in 
the Assessment Department, and having done 
so, let us see how you propose to escape censure 
for not discovering and correcting this alleged 
evil long ago. In my note to you on the &th 
inst. I asked you the following question: 
“Have you at any time or ip any manner re- 
ported to me that there were any rebates being 
made in your office-that should not be, or that 
the city was losing & single dollar because of 
such improper system oraction? If so, please 
state when and in what manner you 
communicated the same tome, and the sub- 
stance thereof.”’ To which you reply: 

“1 DID NOT.” 


And then you give this remarkable reason why 
you did not; that you “ Received a warning 
through a gentleman intrusted by me with the 
message in the latter part of 1879 or beginning 
of 1880, to the effect that if you did not cease to 
stir up things and strictly contine yourseif to 
the execution of my orders you might find that 
the otfice of Superintendent could be dispensed 
with’; and this you construed as releasing you 
from a large share and the most important part 
of the duties of your office. ‘To sustain this ab- 
surd position the argument you try to present is 
that because ] gave you no special orders to at- 
tend to this part, therefore you were restrained 
(under this ** warning’’ not to “stir up things’’) 
from attending to said duties. I never gave 
you any special orders to attend to any of the 
duties of your office in the sense here indicated. 
The law under which you Were appvuinted de- 
tines your duties, and your gppointment and in- 
duction inte e#ice implieg that you are ex- 
pected and required to attend “to them. 
Y oujprofess to have construed this vague warn- 
ing, received, as you gay, through some one 
whom you do not name, &s in effect releasing 
you from an important sbare of the dutiesof 
the office, which the law imposes upon you] (and 
which you must know that Ihave no power to 
abrogate or curtail), and have acted under such 
construction for nearly two years without in- 
timating to me or to any one that would tell 
me that you were for this reason 
DELIBERATELY AND PERSISTENTLY 
LECTING 
an important branch of your duties, which 
branch you now allege you knew was suffering 
badly, because of such neglect, and all because 
somebody told you that | said you must not 
“stir up ththgs.”” Again, you refer to this 
“warning” which you received “in the latter 
part of 1879 or bezinning of 1850," us the reason 
why you did not submit Merritt's report to me 
or inferm me of it, * because just at that time” 
(Jan. 23, 1880) “you were informed to mind 
strictly your business and not make yourself 
too otficious’’, (that was good advice, whoever 
it to you) but your manner Of stat- 
“warning” in the first instance, 
the second, as shown “by the 
quotations [have given, are very different, as 
will be seen: Which version of this “ warning” 
do you rest your case on, a8 going to show that I 
had abrogated the law, and released you frem 
the discharge of one-half of your duties, for 
which you have eagerly drawn full pay, as 
though you had discharged the whole? Now 
the truth is, | sent you no message of the kind— 
none whatever. It is not my way of doing busi- 
ness. My official orders if of importance, or of 
permanent application, are always in writing 
and duly signed.

WHAT YOU.CALL THE “INDIRECT,” 
which you state in substance asjfollows: That 
l never asked you a question concerning the 
Assessor, nor gave an order to bim through 
you. in reply to this | will say that I never 
ask questions where | do not bave a reasonabie 
hope of getting some information, nor do | 
issue unnecessary orders. ‘The Assessor, Mr. 
Woodford, has been in the city’s service for over 
twenty years, Torough ail the changing ad- 
ministrations of that lapse of time he hus heid 
his place. He is familiar with all the details of 
the duties of his office, and the ordinances grov- 
erning the .saine, as well as the acts and decis- 
ions which experience bas pointed out to be 
best for the city through the jong line of official 
management of this office since he has been 
Assessor. To bave asked you for information 
concerning these special duties of the Assessor, 
instead of him, would have been ao absurdity 
which [ could not cousent to be guilty of.

On the 22d of June, 1881, somehow I feit as if I 
should like to have President Garfield's picture 
from his own hand, and, presuming upon the 
friendship of ten years and a long and familiar 
correspondence, I wrote asking him for that 
favor. To this on the night of the Ist of July, 
1881, came the following reply, inclosing a fine 
cabinet picture of the Presideut: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
June 29, 1881.—To the Hon. J. M. Daizeil, Caldwell, 
O.—Dear Str: Your letter of the 22d inst., 
with inclosed photograph, has been handed 
by Capt. C. E. Henry, United States Marshal of 
the District, to the President, and I am directed 
by him,in returning his acknowledgments for 
your courtesy, to send you the accompanying 
photograph of himseif with his own proper au- 
tograph. Yours respectfully, 

O. L. Prupen, Secretary. 

This letter was mailed, as the pestmark at 
Washington on the envelope shows, at 12 m. 
Thursday, June ®, 1881, and received by me at 6 
p.m.July 1. I framed it that night, and next 
morning heard he was shot. 

These two coincidences of time and circum- 
stances are to me very impressive and utterly 
inexplicable. His letter of July 3, 1880, is in his 
own proper handwriting, and mysteriously hints 
the awful premonition of his terrible fate just 
one year, lacking a day, from that date. The 
Private Secretary sends me, by the request of 
the President, his photograph so that I shall, re- 
ceive it within fifteen hours of the time he ig 
assasinated—certainly the last picture of him- 
self he ever gave to any man—in the last or 
nearly the last letter that he ever directed to be 
sent from the White House. 

I have the picture framed and draped, and on 
the one side in a frame the letter of July 3, 1889, 
and on the other the letter of July 1, 1881, to me 
a triple mystery of coincidence and mournful! 
memorials of the best and greatest friend I ever 
had the good fortune te have. Yours truly,

Stocks opened strong and with a slight ad- 
yance. This received some impetus from out- 
side and European orders to buy stocks, but 
tighter money made the upward movemeut 
short-lived. Loans were at jegal interest and a 
premium of one-eighth of 1 per cent. Money is 
in good demand in New York, and there is some 
disappointment felt there at the course of the 
Secretary of the Treasury with regard to call- 
ing bonds. His plan does not afford any im- 
mediate relief to the Wall street money market, 
and Wall street thinks poorly of any Treasury 
action not directed obviously to its benefit. In 
the Vanderbilt stocks, Lake Shore ana Michigan 
Central were active, and New York Central 
quiet. Lake Shore received a dividend of 2 per 
cent at the meeting of the Directors. Michigan 
Central got nothing. 

Coal stocks were in better demand. Hudson 
was weil bought. Erie, I/linois Central, and Cen- 
tral Pacific were taken by Londou buyers, 

At the close the market was weak on account 
of the tightness of money. 

Rock Island has earned 7 per cent on the stock 
in the last six months. Northwest earnings in- 
creased $69,000 in the third week of September, 
and those of the Omaba roads $5,654. The earn- 
ings of the Des Moines & Fort Dodge Railroad 
for the second week in September were:: 1581, 
$12,437; same week 1880, $9,455; increase, $3,002, 
The earnings of the Flint & Pére Marquette

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There was, asthe Philadelphia Ledger's New 
York correspondent said there would be, & 
meeting of the trunk-line magnates ip New 
York Thursday last.

He 
bas allowed Mr. Gould to introduce his peculiar 
tactics in the Western Union, and any yielding 
now will make the world expect N. Y. C. to fol- 
low.” 

A bad sign is that pointed out by “ Rigolo,”’ of 
the Sun, who says that the leading bulls are ex- 
erting their utmost efforts to follow up the cor- 
ner victory of the Hannibal & St. Jo squeezers. 
Corners are being predicted on all sides. Michi- 
gan Central, Canada Southern, the Mobile & 
Obio, the Obio & Mississippi, and a lot of other 
worthless stocks are reported to be on the eve 
of tight corners of the St. Jo fashion. The 
bulls must be badly off for legitimate reasons 
for a rise. 

Coal production has been materially shortened 
by the lack of water in the coai regions. The 
Philadeiphia Ledger says the orders for coal are 
only to a moderate extent, especialiy for the 
several sizes of egg, stove, and chestnut. The 
shortening of orders from the eastward is most 
noticeable, and apprehension in some quarters 
is expressed lest this halting in orders ngW may 
bave the effect of running prices up on theim- 
selves later in the year, when there will be a 
general demand for coal, and also a clamor to 
bave it all delivered at the same moment. The 
Western demand is still very great, and the sup- 
ply of cars very small. 

Money 1s dear in Buston, the Advertiser says, 
because the banks are now carrying a larger 
loan than in the latter part of June ($158,545,000, 
against $158,637,900), with $17,000,000 less deposits, 
$10,000,000 less with reserve agents, and $2,000,000 
less in specie and legal tenders.

New York Tribune, Sept. 26: Secretary Win- 
dom has surprised the public again. It was 
known that he fully appreciated the necessity 
of preventing an undue accomuiation of money 
in the Treasury. Jt was therefore expected 
that he would use the surplus revenues either 
by calling extended 3% per cents or by buying 
4or 4% per cents. But it was perceived that he 
would have serious 4ifficulties to overcome, in 
an attempt to keep down the accumulation of 
money by calling bonds. Long notice was 
legally required in calling the extended 5 per 
cents. Custom and general understanding 
had made it very inexpedient to call the ex- 
tended 6 per cents without such notice, No call 
maturing in December could be relied upon to 
release money accumulating in the Treasury in 
October, Experience bad shown that most hoid- 
ers would decline to surrender their bonds until 
the interest had ceased, The Treasury, therefore, 
could not know what sum it could disburse in 
any week or month in redeeming called bonds, 
and the circumstances made it exceedingly im- 
portant that the disbursements should be fitted 
as closely as possible to the surplus receipts. 
These difficulties Mr. Windom has endeavored 
to overcome by a peculiar form of call. 

The 105th call is for $20,000,000 of the contin- 
ued 6 per cents, and matures Dec. 24, when in- 
terest on these called bonds will cease. By tt- 
self, this cail would afford no adequate outiet 
for accumulating funds until Christmas. Buta 
eircular is added, us follows: 

** Notice is hereby given that, during the weeks 
ending Oct. 1, 8, 15, 22, and 20, 1881, the depart-

itis the evident expectation that at least

New York, Sept. 27.—There was an active 
speculation on the Stock Exchange today and 
prices fluctuated considerably through the list. 
The market opened strong and higher 
than on Saturday, but the early deal- 
ings were sowewhat irregular. At the first 
board a steadier feeling set in, and by 
midday prices took a sharp upward turn, reach- 
ing shortly afterward the highest figures of the 
day. The improvement ranged from ‘4 to o's 
per cent above Saturday's closing quotations, 
the leading stocks being Alton & Terre 
Haute common and preferred, Read- 
ing, Hannibal & St. Joseph preferred, Peoria, 
Decatur & Evansville, and Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western. Lateinthe afternoon specu- 
lation. became feverish and unsettled, and 
prices declined from the highest point 4 to 
8% percent. The stocks most greatly affected 
were Aiton & Terre Haute, Hannibal & St. 
Joseph preferred, Michigan Central, and Oregon 
Navigation. The market closed weak. 

In the money market there was conéiderable 
activity, particularily late in the afternoon, 
when the rate was advanced to 4 of 1 per cent 
per diem in addition to the legal interest to bor- 
rowers on pledge of stock collateral. During 
the greater portion of the day loans of this 
class ruled at 5@6 percent.

32 cars white oats, 21 cars No. 2 mixed, 61 cars 
rejected (114 oats); 20 cars No, 2 rye, 7 cars and 
700 bu rejected do; 23 cars No. 2 barley, % cars 
No. 3 do, 48 cars No, 4.do, 3 cars low grades (159 
barley). Total (2,086 cars), 1,150,000 bu. Inspect- 
ed out: 116.444 bu wheat, 824,482 bu corn, 97,426 
bu oats, 2,886 bu rye, 3,282 bu barley. 

The commercial figures usually returned for 
Tuesday's posting on "Change were not visible 
yesterday. The occurrence of a holiday on 
Monday prevented the posting from being made 
asusual. They will probably be on hand to-day. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger yesterday, with light trading in pro- 
visions and a fair voiume of business in grain. 
The feeling was strong, there being enough de- 
mand for wheat and corn to keep up prices in 
the face of alarge amount of realizing. That the 
strength was speculative is shown in the fact that 
freights were downto about the lowest point 
ever known, shippers not caring to operate at 
quotations. The result of a long continuance 
of these conditions isa fullness of the eleva- 
tors which is decidedly unhealthy for this 
season. Two of them are already full, and 
others are so nearly so that they can receive 
very little more grain. The difficulty has as- 
sumed such grave proportions as to call out a 
proposal to make regular receipts for grain 
stored in country warehouses. Some particu- 
lars of the proceedings at a meeting to 
consider this subject, held yesterday, will 
be found in another column. The sharp 
advance in wheat on the afternoon call 
was due to Jong buying for October by parties 
believed to represent the Cincinnati clique, 
which went heavily short after closing up the 
August deal. Mess pork closed Wc higher, at 
$19.32'4@19.35 for October, and $20.02'4@20.65 for 
January. Lard closed 5c higher, at $12.20@12.22'\¢ 
tor October, and $12.75@12.77% for January. 
Short ribs closed firm at $10.27%@10.90 for No- 
vember. Wheat closed 4@7c higher, at $1.40%@0 
1.40%; for October, and the same for November. 
Corn closed %@le higher, at 694,@094%c for Oc- 
tober, and 70%@i0%c for November. Oats 
closed 14%@1%e higher, at 4%@43',c for October, 
and 435,@43\%c for November. Rye closed ),c¢ 
hirher, at $1.10 cash, and $1.15% for November. 
Burley closed unchanged, at $1.15 cash, and $1.15 
for October and November. Hogs were active 
and 5c bigher, at $6.50G@#6.85 for light and at $6.40 
@7.40 for beavy. Cuttie averaged lower, with 
sales at $2.20@6.90. 

There wasan active demand for staple and 
fancy dry goods,and the market maintained 
the buoyant tone lately characterizing it. Buy- 
ers in large numbers were present, and the mail 
and telegraph orders reached geuerous propor- 
tions. Clothing, boots and shoes, hats, caps, and 
millinery goods were also reported active and 
firm. There wasa free demand for groceries, 
and the general market had a buoyant tone. 
Sugars advanced +4¢, sirups l@2e, and rice 4 
4c. The changesin dried fruits were confined 
to an advance in blackberries of 4c. Other 
lines were firm as previously quoted. Fish were 
active and strong. In dairy product there was 
a well-sustained movement at firm prices. 
Dealers in bagging, leather, tobacco, and coal 
reported no important changes. Pig-iron was 
in good demand, with some brands quoted 
bigher. 

Hay was in light receipt and higher, No. 1 tim- 
othy selling at $17.0. Broom corn continues 
steady at the prices ruling last week. Green 
fruits were generally active, peaches selling 
lower on heavy receipts, and other kinds remaiu- 
ing steady. Eggs were selling slowly at 18@1%e 
per dozen. Hides, grease, and tallow were un- 
changed, the former showing littie life, and the 
latter being heid firm at quotations. Potatoes 
are stroug at an advance, good stock selling at 
950@$1.00 per bu by the cur lot. Wool is moving 
fairly, the trade being mostly in the coarser 
grades at low prices. Seeds were only fairly act- 
ive, clover and timothy showing rather light 
offerings. Flaxseed soid at $1.40 on track. 

Lake freights were very dull, with shippers in 
an upusual predicament. As one agent re- 
marked, shippers were afraid to name a rate, 
for fear it might be accepted. Ne loca! charters 
for Buffalo were reported. A cargo of 
wheat was chartered for Milwaukee 
at somewhere between I and l'sc. 
Carriers were freely offering to take corn 
through to Baltimore for 5c per bu, and to New 
York at 6%c, with noone accepting. The low- 
est rate on corn ever reported previously was 
6c. It will thus be seen that existing rates both by 
lake and railare about dewa to hard-pan as com- 
pared with other depressions in this particular 
industry. In 1878 the rate on corn to Buffalo 
from yvune 19 to May 3 wasl'*sc perbu. During 
the greater part of the month of June, 1879, the 
rate on corn to Buffalo was Il',@!i\ec. In 180 
the lowest rate on corn was in April, when 2\(c 
per bu was paid. 

The reported receipts of wheat at Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Toledo, St. Louis, and Detroit ag- 
gregated 182,000 bu, and the shipments 122,000 bu. 
The shipments from New York, Baltimore, and 
Philadelphia were 161,000 bu.

It will not 
be unheeded by those who tor a week or more 
were indebted to him for earnest efforts in sav- 
ing for them, without fee or price, the little 
remnant which, but for his efforts, 
must have gone with the rest. 
The gailant band of firemen will 
not pass unbeard the appeal of one whom they 
learned to love as a brother and whom they 
decorated with a badge of honor for bis gailant 
eiforts. Mr. Walker informs me that if the fire- 
men raise a fund, be wants it devoted to the 
special aid of the families of those whose hero- 
ism was 80 conspicuous during the Michigan 
tire. There were a number of such cases. He 
instances the sister of the brave Leaman boy. 
1s years old, who-fought fire until both feet 
were burned to the bone, then crawled to the 
house on bis hands and knees to help his tather. 
who was helpless from illness. The mother, see- 
ing that help would not arrive in time, bade her 
sou cling to her neck, the father to her back, 
and with a child in her arms strove to escape the 
Gehbenna ot fire. Sbecarried them until she was 
exhausted and fell. ‘Ihe boy then, on bis bands 
and knees; tried to carry the father to a 
place of safety; finally the father fell off, and 
they perished within a few feetof euch other. 
A little sister was overcome with the heat and 
fell down, and would have perished had ret 
brave little Fred Henson and Maury Kanda!)l, 
both less than 10 years of age, heroically elasped 
hands together, ana, rusbing to where she had 
fallen, picked her up, and helped hértoa place 
of safety.

ON ’CHANGE. 


A Big Jumpin Wheat, 

There wasa tremendous advance in wheat 
yesterday. The market was higher on ‘Change, 
but the rise was principally on the Call Board. 
October wheat rose seven cents from the open- 
ing tigure of the day—#1.:4. The price suddenly 
shot up on the call from $1.37 to $L4l, and fell 
off 144 cents later. Thesharp advance created 
a decided sensation among the boys. They ail 
wanted to know the “why and wherefore.” 

The crowd finally came to the conclusion that 
the big jump was due to the covering of short 
sales for October. It was said that tnere wasa 
heavy line out, with some strong parties on the 
long side who were aiding the anxious shorts to 
put up prices. The old standby, the Cincinnati 
crowd, were iugywed in, and mude to per- 
form the psinful duty of enief mourn- 
ers. The boys think the Cincinnati tail- 
ers ip the August deal have been heavily 
short on the market for some time past, 
and it is believed they tilled in for October ijast 
evening, and put out new trades for the two foul- 
lowing months. A prominent operator was 
jaughing over the matter yesterday. He said 
those Cincinnati fellows bad been short three or 
five millon bushels, and the boys bad got them 
this time. “ Why,” said he, ** they have lost all 
they made in August, and I don’t belleve they 
will go home with 10 cents In their pockets.”’ 

The sborts are supposed to have made an effort 
to break the market yesterday morning by throw- 
ing a willion bushels ou it, but this attewpt fail- 
ing, they then resolved to fill in later in the day. 
Some think a formidable combination, with 
Armour or Kent at the bead, is on the long side 
of October wheat. The advance since last Sat- 
urday is about 10 cents per bushel. 

Another story was to the effect that 

THE MILWAUKEE WHEAT MAKKET 

is cornered for October delivery, and sborts are 
buying cash wheat here and shipping it to that 
city. A cargo of about 22,000 busheis was taken 
yesterday. it was thought last evening that the 
wheat market bere-was run upto bring it toa 
point that would make it unprofitabie to buy 
wheat here and send to the Cream City. The 
Milwaukee squeeze Is suid tobe in the hangs of 
McGeoch and Everingbham, The shortage is su 
posed to reach three or four million bushels, 
with a light stock in store. 

Fortune appears to have smiled most sweetly 
on Mr. lra Holmes, He is said to bave taken 
$250,000 out of the wheat market this summer, 
vesides having as much more in the deal now, 
He commenced buying at $1.02, and bas been a 
persistent bull operator from the start. At the 
time the warm wheat was posted the decline in 
price wiped out about $36,000 of bis profits, Mr. 
Hoimes has just presented Bob Bruce with an 
elegant wate hinseribed: “The October wheat 
deat of 1851.’

SHIPWRECKED IN THE TERRIBLE HURRICANE 
near Savannah, Ga., on the Zjth of August last, 
was On the board yesterday. Capt. Higgins bas 
saiicd thirty;nine years and never wet with but 
fodr shipwrecks. For twenty-tive years he 
saficd without an accident, and never lost a 
man till last August. Three Went down on the 
bark Brunswick, which was shipwrecked in the 
Guif Stream, about seventy miles southeast of 
Tybee light, near Savannah. .The Captain gives 
very interesting account of his narrow escape 
from death. For ninety-five hours, with the 
burricane raging with great violence, he and 
his crew were on the wreck, tied a part of the 
time to the mizzenmast, and at last took refuge 
on the top of the house, which floated off when 
the hull went down. Some of the men 
were so hungry that they began to eat their 
tingers. At the end of the fourth day the 
Captain and crew were picked up by a pilot- 
boat and taken into Tybee nearly dead, and suf- 
fering from a painful skin-eruption, caused by 
the action of the salt water on the system dur- 
ing a long period of abstinence from food. They 
recovered, and Capt. Higgins has come out West 
to see the * land-lubbers.’ 


MODEL POLICEMEN. 


What They Considera Respectable Sa- 
loon. 

The Citizens’ League for the Suppression of 
the Sale of Liquor to Minors and Drunkards, 
when it commenced its work, was con- 
stantly told by the saloonkeepers’ lawyers that 
it might get cases held to the Criminal Court, 
but that would be the last of them, as it 
would never get a conviction in that court, and 
y¢t facts zo to show how sadly these gentlemen 
were mistaken, for in every case that the League 
has prosecuted before the Criminal Court it bas 
yotten aconviction save one. Yesterday Mar- 
tin Keating, of 57 Wabansia avenue, Was ar- 
raigned betore Judge Williamson on the charge 
of keeping a pubiie nuisance, Oy selling 
liquor to persons intoxicated or who are in the 
habit of getting mtoxicated. He was detended 
by W. W. O'Brien, but was found guilty, and 
will receive bis sentence Saturday. One pecu- 
liar feature about this case was the appearance 
of one Sergeant ot Police and three of his men 
to testify as to the good reputation of Keating, 
and it may be of interest to show the kindof 
testimony these people gave: 

Tbe State’s- Attorney—" Have you been in the 
habit of visiting Keating’ s saloon?” 

Policeman—" \ es, sir.” 

* Have you ever drank there?” 

‘Yes, sir. 

“Did. you pay for it?’ 

* No, sir. 

* Did you ever see persons drunk in Keating's 
saloon?”’ 

“ Yes, sir.” 

“Did you ever see any minors in Keating’s 


r How often?” 

“Can't say—a great many times.” 

*And yet you say that he keeps a very re- 
spectable place?” 

* Yes, sir.’ 

‘That will do; stand aside.” 

The evidence went to show that Keating's 
place is a regular resort tor drunkards, and that 
he had been arrested only about six weeks ago 
for selling liquor to a common drunkard, and 
that he piead guilty to the charge and was ‘fined 
$10 and costs by Justice Kaufmann. It was 
stated that he had garnisheed the wages of 
minors for liquor bills, and yet the City of Chi- 
cago could tind four policemen to come and 
spend a day to speak to the good character of 
his place,

THE UNIVERSITY LITIGATION. 

The complications over the debt of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago were increased yesterday by 
a bill fied in the United States Circuit Court on 
the part of the Astronomical Society of Chicago 
against the Union Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany and the University of Chicago. The bill 
states that in 1463 a number of citizens associ- 
ated themselves together under the cor- 
porate name of the Astronomical Socicty 
of Chicago, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing an observatory here, “to be 
-devoted to the investigation of the important 
science of astronomy, and the dissemination of 
knowledge pertaining thereto.”” The sum of 
$40,000 was raised by public subscription for the 

rehase of a telescope, a meridian circie, ete. 
Sor a ep contributing $500 became a life 
Director, any individual giving $1W became 
entitied to enjoy a life-observation ticket, while 
those contributing less obtained observation 
tickets fora more iimited riod, according to 
the amount contributed.

night. He would testify to that effect if a new trial 
were granted. The speaker went on to Bay that 
Haberkorn’s reputation was of the worst kind, 
and that on the trial the neighbors were afraid 
to testify against him, on the ground that not 
only their property but their lives would be en- 
dangered thereby. Mr. Shuman presented his 
own affidavit on this point, be having made a 
personal canvass of the neighborhood. Since the 
trial some of these people had consented to 
testify in a .new trial. 

The afhdavit of William J. Loughman, a 
blacksmiith, was presented, alleging that 
Haberkorn'’s reputauion was bad, and that he 
would not believe Haberkorn under oath. 
Mr. Shuman then undertook to account 
for the prisoner's whereabouts on_ the 
night of the murder. They bad So 
ored to show during the trial tha he 
was engaged ina burglary near Oak Park on 
that night, and that be got intoa freight car 
and rode into Chicago. The prisoner was un- 
able to substantiate this on account of the bad 
cbaracter of his associates, and it was urged by 
the prosecution that it was impossible to get 
into a sealed freight car without damaging the 
sedi. The prisoner remembered that the car he 
was in was loaded with bales of cotton or other 
soft material, and that he stumbied against a 
package of stovepipe. A long and almost dis- 
couraging process of investigation discovered 
the tact that there was a way-bill to show that 
on the morning after the murder, Nov. 13, 157), 
one such car came in on tbe Galena 
Division of the Northwestern Road, and that 
the movement of the train was precisely as 
Since the trial they 
bad discovered that it was not an impossibility 
to enter the freight cars without damaging the 
seals, but that to the initiated it was an casy 
process. An aftidavit was offered by Frank 
McQuade that in company with one of the 
prisoner's counsel, Mr. Stork, and one of the 
company’s employés be wentto the company's 
yard and opened the treight car by pulling out 
one of the staples and closed it again, without 
damaging the tinseal. This statement was cor- 
roborated by an affidavit from Frank C. Wate, 
Seal Recordkeeper of the Northwestern Road, 
who stated that McQuade easily opened the 
fastening without unplements, and replaced 
it «so carefully that it was impossibie to 
tell it had been tampered with. 
The importance of this testimony was that it 
was the missing link whicb was needed at the 
trial for the prisoner to prove an alibi. His de- 
scription of the contents of the car, while a 
strong pointin his favor, was overbulanced in 
the minds of the jury by the testimony that it 
would be impossible thus to enter a car. 

As bearing upon certain ietters which Haber- 
korn furnished as evidence, alleged to have 
been written to him by Keenan, and making al- 
lusions to some crime which it was presumed 
was the burgiary and murder, au atlidavit was 
presented throwing doubt on their genuineness. 
in it Fred W. Blunt, paying-teller in the United 
States Sub-Treasury, said in bis opinion as a 
havdwriting expert it was by no means certain 
that the letters were written by Keenan, and in 
addition to that there was a reasonable proba- 
bility that they were forgeries. 

in closing his argument Mr. Shuman believed 
the discovery of these facts to have been Provi- 
dential, and that it established beyond the pos- 
sibility of doubt that Keenan was in the car on 
the night of the murder, and not at Haberkora’s 
or Heusley’s.

SHE ROSS CASE. 

The evidence in the case of Luther Ross, the 
colored boy who Sept. 12 pleaded guilty to the 
Killing of Edward Staonard, a fellow-waiter at 
the Owl Club, was heard by Judge Gardner yes- 
terday. The evidence was substantially as pub- 
lished at the time of the occurrence. 

Milton Taylor, a waiter at the Owl Clubj testi- 
fied that he wasin an adjoining room, and was 
sent for by the deceased, and that as he came in 
Stannard, who was leaning against a doorway, 
fell into Taylor’s arms. He was faint from loss 
of blood, and in response to the iuquiry as to 
who stabbed him Stannard replied that Ross cut 
bim. That was tbe only thing Stannard said, 
and died in a few minutes. inthe evening the 
witness saw the prisoner in the police station 
and bad a conversation with bim. Ross said he 
came tothe club-house drunk, and had some 
words with Stanvard about the afternoon watch, 
the prisoner being behind time ip reire¥v 
Stannard.: Angry words were foliowed by blows, 
and in the rumpus which ensued Ross drew a 
penknife and stabbed Stannggd in the breast. 

Alfred Cunningham, another ciub- waiter, tes- 
tified to seceimg Stannard come up-stairs bleed- 
ing, and in response to the call of the deceased 
the witness went for Milton Taylor. 

Detective Whalen testified to having arrested 
Ross at the club-house a couple of hours after 
the murder, and that the prisoner made an ex- 
planation similar to that given to the preceding 
witness. 

Luther Ross was then put on the stand to tes- 
tity in his own behalf. He was a bright-looking 
moilasses-colored youth of about 21 years, and 
did not iook as it he would do aaything 
more desperate than struggle with the 
utensils of a restaurant. He came 
from the South, he said, and had oniy been in 
thicago a month when the stabbing occurred. 
He had been a bhotel porter, and bad never been 
arrested before. He drew his pay that day and 
went to Gambiers’ alley and biew iu a lot of 
chips. He waa not accustomed to drink much. 
but his gambling experience turned bis head, 
and before nignt he got drunk. Eariv in the 
evening be went to the Owl Club to go on duty, 
but was behind time, and Stannard began to 
abuse bim witb opprobrious epithets. Stannard 
went so far, the witness said, as to knock him 
down and kick bim. In the méi¢e Koss drew a 
pocketknife and stavbed his assailant. Ross 
tied from the buildiffg, but returned in a couple 
of hours and surrendered himself. 

The Court took the evidence under advise- 
ment, and the prisoner was remanded.

CLEVELAND DELEGATION. 


Mishaps of Some of Its Members. 

The Chicago delegatlho hich went to Cleve- 
land to attend President fieid’s funeral had 
quite an experience at the railroad depot in that 
city Moaday evening just priar to their depart- 
ure. They came there tugether in the siceping- 
car Baltic with the Lilinois State delegation, or 
at leasta portion of them. When they arrived 
in the Euclid avenue depot Monday evening 
they found there a crowd of fully 10.000 people, 
all anxious to get home, but with no police ar- 
rangements whatever to speak of. The Chicago 
gentiemen looked for their car, but couldn't 
findit. Mr. B. H. Campbell sugwested that the 
car which they were looking for was upon the 
other side of the platform attached to another 
train, and that they should go over and enter it. 
In order to wet where it was the party 
had to eo over the platfurms of the 
cars of anotber train. Mr. Campbell passed over 
first, and found a man coming towards him, 
somewhat impeding his way. Mr. George 
Schneider followed bim, and as he came to the 
other side of the platform be came upon a man 
who was pusbing towards bim going in an oppo- 
sit direction. Mr. Schuacider stopped, and upon 
looking down saw that his diamond shirt stud 
was gone. He atonce gave the alarm to Mr. 
Van Cleaver, of the Sheriff's office, who was be- 
hind him, and said, * Stop this man,”’ pointing to 
the one he bad encountered, * he is a thief.’’ As 
Mr. Van Cleaver ran towards him an associate 
of the thief attempted to hold him back, and 
stabbed him slightiv in the icft shoulder, but 
Mr. Van Cleaver grappled with the ropber. who 
ran away. leaving bis coat behind him. Mr. Van 
Cieuver gave the alarm by crying, * Thief!’’ but 
the fellow finally escaped. 

_Upon investigating his own condition, Mr. Ben 
N.Campbell discovered that his diamond pin, 
valued at $100, was also gone. There was po 
other property takeu. The party then took their 
car. 

The story had been started that Mr. Schneider 
had lost $1,000 in cash, his watch, and a diamond 
pin, and that Mr. Campbell had lost as much 
more, 80 a TRIBUNE reporter called upon Mr. 
Schneider last evening, and he stated that the 
facts us above given were true, and that no one 
lost a dollar in cash or a watch or chain: 
He and Mr. Campbell bad their diamonds stolen, 
but that was all there wasof it. The people of 
Cleveland had done ali they could under the 
circumstances, and the Chicago delegation wus 
greativy indebted to the Union and Windsor 
Clubs of that city for social courtesies extended. 
So faras the processional arrangements were 
concerned, they were all that could have been 
expectec, and the paucity ot the police ar- 
rangements could not weil have been helped, 
considering ail the surrounding circumstances.

Drake returned from Cleve- 
land yesterday he showed marked evidences of 
recent travel. The bridge of bis nuse was 
shrouded in court-plaster and one side of bis 
forebead was draped in the same way. The gen- 
lieuan explained matters—explained matters 
about fifty times, in tact, because he was asked 
to about that often. He smoked too many cigars 
before retiring to bis berth on the sleeper when 
returning to Chicago. and was cobnse- 
quently predisposea to nightmare and dreams. 
He had heard just befure going tof bed 
about Messrs. Campbell and Schneider eing 
robbed, and just as the train reacbed Elkbart 
Mr. Drake thougbt a bold, bad man was en- 
Goavoring tw steal bis watch and pin. He 
grabbed the villain by the throat, but was no 
match for the powerful fellow, the latter toss- 
ing him out on the tioor of the car with such vio- 
lence as to Wake him up. Mr. Drake landed or 
bis face, but fortunately had occupied a lower 
berth, so that the fall was not a bigh one. His 
nose and forehead were quite severely bruised 
but it is nothing serious. ! 

BAD MANNERS.

Born a poor man’s son, to live anc die a poor 
man with opportunities for public pillage, with 
licensed robbery going on all about, and be, 
pincbed for the bare means to maintain hiniself, 
his wife, and bis littie ones with decency and 
comfort, to be beld up to the scorn of men 
as one not honest. He is gone now, and 
before he went hebad outlived the wounds 
which party friends alike with party foes had 
sought to put upon bis honor, and mayhap to- 
day somewhere among the stars he looks duwn 
upon the world and sees at last how false, how 
sordid, how seitisb and unreal were the assaults 
of those in whose way he stood. It is a pleasure 
to me to reflect amid these gloomy scenes that 
some friendly words of mine gratified bim at a 
moment when he suffered most. Not 
in the last campaign, for it would 
bave been a crime in me to bave 
hesitated then. Away back, when no vision of 
the Presidency had crossed the disc of bis am- 
bition, and when the cruelest blows were struck 
from behind.

ATLANTA, Ga, Sept. 26.—The demonstration 
here today to perpetuate the memory of the 
President exceeded anything of the character 
ever witnessed in this section.

public schcols were.closed, and the streets were 
thronged with citizens. Sympatby was writteg 
on every face, a teeling of sadness pervad 
all. A memorial service was held in the Metro. 
politan Church, which was crowded to its ut 
most capacity. The services began at shortly 
after half-past 2 by devotional exercises, con. 
ducted by the Rev. John F. Potts and the Rey, 
George Cochrane. Then followed a touching ad 
dress delivered by the Rev. H. D. Powis, Presideng 
of the Toronto Ministerial Association. The 
Kev. Prinvcipal Caven delivered an address og 
the life of the late President, which was moss 
interesting. The song service was rendered by 
the Metropolitan choir, and was very affecting, 
Other church services were held in differeng 
parts of the city. The tolling of the fire belis, 
which continued every-minute fur two hours, 
added what mignt have been necessary to the 
mourufulness of the occasion. In closing the

Betore Lincoln’s time there bad been but two. 
President John Adams appointed May 9, 1794, 
“as a day of solem humiliation, fasting, and 
prayer ’’; and President Madsson, in accordance 
with a joint resolution of Congress, designated 
Jan. 22, 1815, “as a day of public bumiliation, 
and of fasting, and of prayer.’ At the request 
of both Houses of Congress Lincoln appointed 
the last Thursday of September, 1861, “as a day 


of humiliation, prayer, and fasting for all the 


people of the Nation.”” At the request of the 
Senate he set apart April 3), 1863, “as a day of 
humiliation. ffasting, and prayer’; and in accord- 
ance with a concurrent resolution of Congress 
he appointed the first Thursday of August, 1864 
“asaday of bumiliation and prayer.” Presi- 
dent Johnson appointed May 25 “as a day of 
humiliation and mourning.” The day was after- 
wards postponed till June l. President Arthur 
appointed the seventh and last day in this brief 
calendar.
